I appreciate highly the kind words 
of Mr. Wolk placing my name in 
nomination and the equally kind utter¬ 
ances of my very good friend, Mr. 
Davis, in seconding it.

My election bespeaks a disposition 
on the part of the members to be 
united at this time on policies which 
we all believe to be good for Pitts¬ 
burgh. At this point I am pleased to 
note that we have a Mayor and a 
Council which has In the past and 
in the future, I believe, will co-oper¬ 
ate for the best interests of our City. 

I do not need to say that we as 
Members of Council and the Mayor of 
this City appreciate and respect the 
fact that each and all of tis have our 
particular duties and r^ponsibilities. 
Each branch has its own prerogatives 
and powers as granted by the State 
Legislature. I know that all of us 
will show proper respect for the 
boundaries of our particular fields of 
activities, and that out of this will 
come an efficient administration of 
affairs. 

Council has great responsibilities, one 
of which is that it is called upon to 
confirm the appointments of the 
Mayor for the heads of the various 
Governmental Departments. Council is 
almost totally responsible for the num¬ 
ber of employees, the wages they are 
to receive, and the levying of the tax 
rate upon the property owners who 
must pay the bill. 

We are Importuned from every side 
to increase the number of Police and 
Fire Employees, to improve play facili¬ 
ties, to add swimming pools, and build 
streets. We cannot do these things 
without some Increase in expendituras, 
80 Council with the Mayor must share 
these responsibilities. However, the 
larger responsibility I'ests upon council, 
because, as I said, before it is within 
the province of council to fix the tax 
levy and make the annual appropria¬ 
tions for the administration of the 
City Government. 

I am a firm believer in the com¬ 
plete co-operation between the Legis¬ 
lative and Executive Branches of the 
City Government for the betterment 
of conditions for the people of this 
great industrial community. 

To the members of council I wish to 
state that during my term I shall at 
all times do my best to conduct the 
affairs of this body with close re¬ 


gard to the rules of parliamentary 
procedure, with fairness and courtesy 
to all, and with the hope that every 
question presented to us will be dis¬ 
cussed and fully considered before ac¬ 
tion is taken. 

Council is composed of men, every¬ 
one of whom has been in Public Service 
for many years. They are able and ex¬ 
perienced men. In the past we have 
conducted the legislative affairs of this 
City honestly, firmly, discreetly and 
with an individual and collective dis¬ 
regard of anything except the welfare 
and advancement of Pittsburgh.

Mr. Weir: 

Mr. President: This Council suffered 
a very great loss in the death last 
summer of Walter R. Demmler. I think 
the shock of his death was one which 
possibly caused us to hesitate in im¬ 
mediately filling the office that was 
vacated by his death. Not only be¬ 
cause Mr. Demmler was a great stu¬ 
dent of municipal affairs, but I know 
we have a great personal loss because, 
ordinarily we do not have In a person 
outside of your own family because of 
the great character of the man. 

At that time, when we thought of 
filling the vacancy, I believe it was 
deemed likely that we would select 
someone from the North Side of Pitts¬ 
burgh, because Mr. Demmler and my¬ 
self came from that section, and we 
were the only ones, of course, who did. 
However, Mr. Counahan had been nom¬ 
inated later on and was elected, which 
I am very happy to say. He is a 
Northsider, so there are two of us, and 
the thoughts of the Councilmen then 
went to a wider field. There were 
several persons, citizens of Pittsburgh, 
who were mentioned for the office of 
Council to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Mr. Demmler, and many 
of those persons were men that I 
would have been honored to vote for, 
for various reasons. Their candidacies 
did not prevail. 

Last November, I believe it was, the 
name of Bennett Rodgers was suggested, 
and immediately, it just seemed by ac¬ 
clamation that everyone of this body 
and the Mayor felt—there is the man. 
And perhaps the reason he was not 
thought of earlier was because he was 
so close to us, which is often the case. 
Since that time, and since it has be¬ 
come public knowledge that the mem¬ 
bers of this body and the Mayor fa¬ 
vored Mr. Rodgers, I have met many 
citizens of Pittsburgh, and particularly 
I have talked to a number of lawyers 
in the City of Pittsburgh, and I do 
not think I have ever known an occa¬ 
sion that I have found so many people 
spontaneously and seriously saying to 
me, “I think that is the right move 


to elect Bennett Rodgers to Council; 
he is a swell fellow and a good law¬ 
yer.” I know that because of my as¬ 
sociation with Ben in the Law Depart¬ 
ment of the City of Pittsburgh where 
I had the pleasure of serving with him 
for a number of years. 

I would like to say a few things 
about him and his background. 

Ben is very well educated for the 
profession of law. He graduated from 
the Shadyside Academy and Yale Uni¬ 
versity, and subsequently studied at two 
of the great old schools of the Anglo- 
American world, Cambridge University 
of England and at the University of 
Pittsburgh, here in our great City, and 
in 1935 he became an Assistant City 
Solicitor of this City and for the last 
several years has been the First Assist¬ 
ant City Solicitor. At one time or an¬ 
other he was appointed First Assistant 
City Solicitor. He more or less just 
grew into that office. When I was in 
that office, we all used to gather in 
Ben’s office to talk over the practice 
of law in that office. He has the 
highest possible qualifications to serve 
in the office of Council. I not only 
think he will be a great credit but of 
tremendous assistance in working out 
the problems, and it is a real pleasure 
to place in nomination the name of 
Bennett Rodgers. 

Mr. Fagan: 

Mr. President: I rise at this time 
to second the nomination of Bennett 
Rodgers for City Council. I do so with 
the understanding that Mr. Rodgers has 
the ability and the qualifications and 
the integrity to serve in this capacity. 
He has been a part of the Legal De¬ 
partment, as First Assistant City Soli¬ 
citor, and is well grounded in the fun¬ 
damentals of municipal law, and I 
think will be a great asset to City 
Council. For that reason, I am happy 
to second the nomination of Bennett 
Rodgers to be a member of City Coun¬ 
cil to fill the unexpired term of the 
late and lamented Walter R. Demmler 
of happy memory. 

Mayor Lawrence: 

Mr. Chairman and Members of Coun¬ 
cil: I rise also to second the nomina¬ 
tion of Bennett Rodgers to be a mem- 
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ber of this body. In doing that, I have 
several things in mind. First, I am 
very happy the members of Council 
agree on him as the person to suc¬ 
ceed the late Walter R. Demmler. It 
seems that Bennett Rodgers was born 
to the City Council. His father, Wil¬ 
liam B. Rodgers, was Solicitor to George 
W. Guthrie who gave this City a great 
administration back in the early part 
of this century. With the long years 
he has had in the City Solicitor’s of¬ 
fice, I doubt if there is anybody better 
grounded in municipal law or better 
grounded in the affairs of this great 
municipal corporation than is Mr. 
Rodgers. 

Also, I am happy because in the 
recent past we have lost three very 
able lawyers who likewise were well 
grounded in municipal law—Tom Kil- 
gallen, Judge Duff and Judge Stewart. 
We have lost three men of extraordin¬ 
ary ability, and I am sure that Mr. 
Rodgers, with his background, will help 
to fill that gap. 

I know this has been a great prov¬ 
ing ground when we think of Judge 
Duff and Judge Stewart, and some of 
the others who have graduated from 
here. Commissioner John Kane was a 
member of this Council and graduated 
over to the County government where 
he has so ably filled the position of 
Chairman of the Board of Commission¬ 
ers for sixteen years. We are very proud 
of the fact that we are able to turn 
out graduates to move on in some other 
capacity. 

I am very happy to welcome the 
new members of Council. John Couna- 
han, who has, for many years, served 
in the ranks of labor, I am sure will 
bring to this Council a lot of good 
ideas through his efforts as an out¬ 
standing citizen of this great City. I 
can say the same for Charlie Dinan, 
who over the years has served the peo¬ 
ple of the County of Allegheny and is 
an integral power in the County. Like¬ 
wise, I am happy to welcome Emanuel 
Schifano. He has been with us for a 
number of years in City government 
and for a number of years in Harris¬ 
burg on legislative matters. 

As I stated yesterday and Saturday, 


we have a great job before us. I feel 
we have done a great job in the past 
six years and in the administration of 
Mayor Scully who has never been given 
the credit to which he was entitled for 
the things he initiated and carried out 
for this great City. 

I feel we have a strong City Council 
and a strong government here going 
forward to complete the great projects 
that are the talk of the country and 
a benefit to the taxpayers of this City. 
As stated by the President, we are do¬ 
ing a lot of things. In this last budget 
we were compelled to raise the taxes, 
but if anybody can advance to me any 
way we can carry on the government, 
raise salaries and wages, just the way 
the corporations raise them and pay 
the increased cost of materials, I wish 
they would come forward because they 
are entitled to some place in this City 
government.

Mr. Fagan: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of 
Council: l rise at this time to make 
a few remarks with reference to the 
proposed increase in rates hy the Bell 
Telephone Company. 

I want it understood that I believe 
the Bell Telephone Company, like any 
other corporation in America, is en¬ 
titled to a fair return on its capital 
investment. The stockholders are en¬ 
titled to a reasonable profit and fair 
dividends, but I think the amount 
that the Bell Telephone Company Is 
asking at this time, in my opinion, is 
not fair and reasonable. 

I read in the Pittsburgh Press yes¬ 
terday a story by L. R. Lindgren, 
Pittsburgh Press Staff Writer. The cap¬ 
tion is “Even Chance Seen for Raise in 
Phone Rates, Off-Record PUC View Is 
Boost’s Justified.” 

Then I read in the Pittsburgh Cath¬ 
olic of January 10, and they are quot¬ 
ing from the Pittsburgh Sun-Telegraph, 
the profits of the Bell Telephone Com¬ 
pany. The caption in the Pittsburgh 
Catholic is "Now the Telephone.” It 
says: 

“The latest public utility to serve 
notice on the people that they must 
pay it more money Is the Bell Tele¬ 
phone Company of Pennsylvania, 
operating a complete monopoly of 
telephone service in this state. The 
new rates, which go into effect 
March 2, unless held up by the Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Commission (which ordi¬ 
narily doesn’t offer much resistance 
to what the utility corporations de¬ 
mand) will mean a 15 per cent in¬ 
crease, the company says. 

“It will not be a 15 per cent raise 
on all types of service, however. On 
calls from a pay booth, for instance, 
a cool 100 per cent increase is de¬ 
manded; a dime per call instead of 
a nickel. Varied increases are set for 
different types of residences and 
business connections. The company’s 
argument is that its costs have 
risen and it must have greater in¬ 
come in order to keep up the divi¬ 
dend to its stockholders: this, it says, 
is necessary in order to encourage 
Investors to supply the capital it 
needs for its expanding operations. 


Such is the attitude of most private¬ 
ly-owned ‘public’ utilities; they say, 
in effect, that the public must give 
them enough income to cover their 
costs and profits. This means that 
the people provide the money and 
the corporations spend it as they 
see fit; in return the people accept 
whatever service the corporations 
provide. 

“Theoretically the utility corpora¬ 
tions are supervised by the PUC 
to see that they provide good service, 
to see that they don’t put unjusti¬ 
fied expenditures in their costs, and 
to see that they don’t make ex¬ 
orbitant profits. But in practice the 
interests of the public seem to be 
disregarded. 

“Does the PUC consider it a legiti¬ 
mate cost item for the telephone 
company to spend thousands of dol¬ 
lars, as it is now doing, to send 
each of its subscribers a booklet ex¬ 
plaining (in pretty cagey terms) 
that the rates must be increased? 
And to spend additional thousands 
of dollars for advertising in daily 
and weekly papers throughout the 
state presenting the same specious 
arguments? The bills for all this 
printing and postage increase the 
company’s operating costs; the in¬ 
creased costs are cited as a reason 
for higher rates; and thus the peo¬ 
ple are to be made to pay for being 
told that they must pay. 

“Similarly, if court action is 
brought to halt the rate increases, 
the company’s legal expenses in 
fighting the action—and utility law¬ 
yers get handsome fees—are charged 
to costs; these extra costs are cited 
as a reason for higher rates; and 
so the public is called upon to pay 
for legal action against Itself. It’s 
a game at which the publicity ex¬ 
perts, the advertising agencies, the 
newspapers, the lawyers and the 
utility corporations can’t lose; no¬ 
body loses except the public. 

“But is the telephone monopoly 
real.ly in need of a rate increase? 
The Pittsburgh iStm-Telegraph’ gives 
some figures: The Bell Telephone 
Company of Pennsylvania reported 
net profits for the year ended June 
30, 1950, of $19,698,810, equal to 
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$8.04 per share on its $100 par value 
common stock; this profit was al¬ 
most twice as much as it was for 
the preceeding year. And the Amer¬ 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Com¬ 
pany, the nationwide corporation 
which owns all the stock of Penn¬ 
sylvania Bell, reported net income 
for the year ending June 30, 1951, 
of $311,300,000, an Increase of more 
than 50 millions over the preceed¬ 
ing year. It is known as one of the 
blue chip industries, and has been 
for a long time. 

"According to those figures, thei-e’s 
no danger of ‘Mother Bell’ dying of 
starvation. And current stock quota¬ 
tions indicate that investors are eag¬ 
erly anxious to buy telephone stock. 

"True, labor rates are higher than 
they were 20 years ago. But other 
factors should be bringing about 
lower, instead of higher, charges for 
service. Improved equipment has 
been developed, meaning more ‘pro¬ 
duction’ per employee; the pvopulatlon 
of the area has become more com¬ 
pact, meaning that existing telephone 
equipment serves more and more 
people: the company has no com¬ 
petition, as it once had; it has no 
sales expense, as it once had, since 
it has a waiting list of customers." 
Everybody knows that you cannot get 
a telephone installed today unless you 
have a letter from an important per¬ 
son. I feel that all cities of the first- 
class, second-class and third-class, and 
the boroughs and the townships of 
the State should Join with us In try¬ 
ing to see that we get a fair deal 
before the Public Utility Commission 
of the State of Pennsylvania. 

As I said at the outset, I feel they 
are entitled to a fair and reasonable 
profit. For the City of Pittsburgh 
alone to battle, is going to be some 
Job. I feel that the City Solicitor, Anne 
X. Alpern, is well qualified to represent 
us in the courts on any matter that 
is going to come up with reference to 
the rate hearing and I feel she will 
make a very competent witness before 
the Public Utility Commission. It will 
be necessary to have engineers and 
statisticians to point out the physical 
value of this company and the profits 
they have made in the past. 


I hope, Mr. President, that every 
citizen in the State of Pennsylvania 
will Join, because, after all it affects 
the welfare of every citizen in the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

The Chair: 

I just want to say that Mr. Fagan 
expresses my thoughts with reference 
to the propKjsed increase. We are not 
unreasonable. We want them to make 
a fair profit, but I think the burden 
of proof is on the company and they 
have to prove they need a second in¬ 
crease.

It was the posi¬ 
tion of the School District that the 
responsibility for protection against 
fires was solely that of the City of 
Pittsburgh. We attempted to persuade 
the School District and the County that 
where property is owned jointly they 
should share proportionately in a large 
expenditure made not only for the pro¬ 
tection of the people but for the pro¬ 
tection of the property. They have re¬ 
fused to agree to such a division. 

Under the circumstances, we suggest 
that Council take this matter up di¬ 
rectly with the other taxing bodies.

Mr. President: Since the School Board 
and the County have taken that stand. 
I suggest that the bill be laid over, 
and so move. 

Mr. Fagan: 

Mr. President: I am opposed to the 
motion, because the matter has been 
taken up with the other two taxing 
bodies, the School Board and the Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners. On the 28th day of 
December, 1951, this matter was before 
them, and Councilman Rodgers, who 
was then First Assistant City Solicitor, 
was there when we discussed the mat¬ 
ter, and we agreed that the City would 
go ahead and pay the bill, because the 
Contractor left other work when thi-s 
emergency arose, and he has not re¬ 
ceived payment to which he is entitled. 
That is the reason the ordinance should 
be passed so that the parties who were 
willing to leave their work in order to 
take care of an emergency to protect 
life and property. Because the School 
Board and the County Commissioners 
are listening to the advice of their 
counsel is no reason this should not 
be paid. This is a friendly suit or 
whatever kind of a suit you want to 
call it, but some one is going to have 
to pay the bill. 

The Chair: 

With this explanation, Mr. Davis, are 
you willing to rescind your motion? 

Mr. Wolk: 

Mr. President: Will the Clerk read the 
letter submitting the bill? 

The Clerk read the letter as follows: 

‘‘We transmit herewith an ordinance 
authorizing the payment of $7,953.89 
to the Allegheny Construction Equip¬ 
ment Company covering work per¬ 
formed at Swinburne and Childs 
street, 4th Ward, City of Pittsburgh. 

“This work was done in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Bureau of Fire in ex¬ 
tinguishing an underground fire. This 
was not a mine fire but was caused 
by rubbish, coal, coke, and other 
debris deposited at this site that was 
once a brickyard, but now covered 
with fill. This constituted a very dan- 
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gerous condition. It caused three peo¬ 
ple In the neighborhood to be over¬ 
come by fumes and the residents of 
houses numbered 39 to 47 Childs 
street to be ordered from their homes. 
Fire Chief Coslett reported an emer¬ 
gency existed and should be elimi¬ 
nated without delay. 

“The Are was beneath property held 
in the name of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and Trustee for the Taxing 
Bodies and was included in a Treas¬ 
urer’s sale in 1949. The other Bodies 
were notified of this condition and 
the County Commissioners have gone 
on record as willing to pay pro rata 
share providing such action is legal. 
An amicable suit will be entered to 
have the courts determine such le¬ 
gality. 

“It has been suggested by our Law 
Department that the bill be paid 
prior to entering such suit. Payment 
of this bill has been delayed since last 
September and we are anxious to 
have this company reimbursed inas¬ 
much as they were very prompt in 
eliminating the condition outlined 
above. 

“Early and favorable consideration 
of this legislation is requested.” 

Mr. Davis; 

Read the letter from the Law De¬ 
partment, 

The Clerk: 

“This Department has attempted to 
procure an agreement from the 
School District and the County 
whereby they would accept joint re¬ 
sponsibility for any moneys expended 
for the protection of the properties 
jointly owned. It was the position 
of the School District that the re¬ 
sponsibility for protection against 
fires was solely that of the City of 
Pittsburgh. We attempted to per¬ 
suade the School District and the 
County that where property is owned 
Jointly they should share propor¬ 
tionately in a large expenditure made 
not only for the protection of the 
people but for the protection of the 
property. They have refused to agree 
to such a division. 


“Under the circumstances, we sug¬ 
gest that Council take this matter up 
directly with the other taxing bodies.”

Mr. Schifano: 

Mr. President: She said that Council 
is to take it up with the other two 
taxing bodies. 

Mr. Davis: 

Mr. President: That is the reason I 
am objecting. I think this man should 
be paid promptly for the work he has 
done, but those two letters do not jibe. 

Mr. Fagan: 

Mr. President: Council has had the 
matter up with the two Taxing bodies. 
Councilman Rodgers was then a part 
of the Law Department and knows all 
the facts and knows all the arguments. 
The thing I am interested in, suppose 
you have an emergency tomorrow and 
the contractor says, go ahead and get 
the County Commissioners and the 
School Board, what are you going to do 
then? And the man would be Justified 
in doing so. 

Mr. Rodgers: 

Mr. President: I agree with Mr. Fagan 
in this matter. The bill has been pre¬ 
sented to the County and the School 
Board, and they have given a definite 
and final answer, a refusal to pay unless 
they are forced to pay by Court action. 
I suggest it is unfair to keep this con¬ 
tractor waiting. He was engaged by the 
City to do the work. I think he should 
be paid regardless whether we get com¬ 
pensation from the School or County. 

Mr. Weir: 

Mr. President: I think we might as 
well go ahead and pay this bill. In addi¬ 
tion to what Mr. Rodgers has said, as I 
see it, if this contractor were to bring 
suit against the City for the collec¬ 
tion of this bill, clearly he would win. 
We would have no defense. So why hold 
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him up? I will also say this, that unlv^ss 
the County and the School Board have 
a change of mind or heart, and decide 
voluntarily to contribute to the pay¬ 
ment of this bill, we are not going to 
get anywhere in this amicable suit or 
any other. It Is amicable In a sense 
they want us to get our share, but if 
this action is going to be opposed by 
them or either of them, then under 
this tri-party agreement we have with 
those two bodies, we are out of luck, and 
it Just points up the question in my 
mind of having that agreement changed. 
I understand from Director Green that 
the sum of 8% which his department 
gets for the management of these prop¬ 
erties just about brings them out even 
or as nearly as a thing like that can 
be determined. Consequently, when a 
thing like this occurs the amount of 8% 
that is received from rentals, there is 
no profit, and if the City is obliged to 
pay the whole bill I can think of 
nothing so unfair as to have a piece 
of property owned by the three Taxing 
Bodies and have one of these three 
stuck for damages that occur to a 
piece of property Just because It is the 
one that is managing it. There is no 
using opposing this bill. The contrac¬ 
tor could make us pay It, and when 
we have a clear, legal obligation, there 
is no reason to go to Court about It. 
It is merely too bad. We are going to 
have to pay this whole bill. 

Mr. Dinan: 

Mr. President: I think the original 
intention of sending it to the Law De¬ 
partment, it was not who was to pay 
the bill, it was for the legal right to 
pay the bill. We are getting off on the 
wrong track. We asked for the legal au¬ 
thority to pay the bill. 

Mr, Fagan: 

Mr. President: The letter comes back, 
and as far as I am concerned it Is a 
lot of mumbo Jumbo. It is like a 
Mother Hubbard dress. 

Mr. Wolk: 

Mr. President: Mr. Dinan is correct. 
The only purpose for sending it to the 
Law Department was to get their 
opinion whether we should pay the 
bill and then would we deprive our¬ 
selves of any legal right to proceed 


against the County and the School 
Board. In other words, we wanted an 
affirmation of what Homer Green said 
in his letter. 

Mr. Davis: 

Mr. President: I will* withdraw the 
motion. But I still do not understand 
the letter and I still do not think we 
should pay the full amount when they 
get the same benefits. I agree with Mr.

We thought we would have a 
friendly suit and Mr. Langfitt la filing 
such a suit. I do not see anything we 
can do. The work was ordered by an 
official of the City. If we ever recover 
on this law suit certainly the School 
Board and the County are certainly 
solvent. They will not agree to such 
responsibility in the future or in the 
past.

Mr. President. Annually the City Con¬ 
troller sends up to be advertised a 
statement of the indebtedness and as¬ 
sets of the City of Pittsburgh, in com¬ 
pliance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Borrowing Law of 1941, P. L. 
159. I move that this statement be ad¬ 
vertised in the newspapers as provided 
by law.

Mr. Fagan: 

Mr. President and Members of Coun¬ 
cil: There is a matter I would like to 
bring to your attention with reference 
to an article in the Post-Gazette cap¬ 
tioned, "AFL Stops Work on Three City 
Jobs.” It says: “Boycott may spread to 
Parking Garage Project next week.” 

I would like to make my position 
very clear in this matter with reference 
to the situation existing between the 
City of Pittsburgh and the private con¬ 
tractors, and the officers and represen¬ 
tatives of the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers of Local Union 
No. 5. I have in my hand a clipping 
from the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette of 
February 23, 1952. It says: 

“An unannounced boycott against 
any city work by AFL electricians has 
stopped three projects and may affect 
several more. 

“Electrical work on the Parking Au¬ 
thority garage at Sixth and Wylie ave¬ 
nues is scheduled to start Wednesday. 
It's possible no electricians will show 
up. 

“The trouble goes bacS to a battle 
between William G. Shord, business 
representative of Local 5, Internation¬ 
al Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, 
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and members of the city administra¬ 
tion, and City Council, P. T. Fagan 
in particular. • • * 

I wonder why I was pointed out in 
particular, because, Mr. President I did 
not happen to be here the day you had 
a public hearing in Council when the 
representatives of the Electrical Work¬ 
ers appeared. I was attending the fu¬ 
neral of the late Nora Cuddyre, of 
happy memory. I was not here and 
knew nothing about it. 

I understand a man by the name of 
Patrick Hackett represented the Elec¬ 
trical Workers and, of course, it says 
that this dispute is between William 
G. Shord, the business representative 
of Local No. 5, the Council and City 
Administration and P. T. Pagan. I have 
had no dealings and no meetings and 
no understandings and no conference.s 
with Mr. Shord. Despite the fact that 
I understand Mr. Shord is saying a lot 
of nasty things about one P. T. Fagan, 
I would be happy if he would say those 
things to my face, because I would be 
glad to meet him either publicly or 
privately, if he cares to meet with me. 

Later on we received a telegram from 
the Electrical Workers Union dated De¬ 
cember 20, 1951, and, of course. Coun¬ 
cilman Leonard had this telegram read 
Into the record. You all know the 
contents of the telegram. It is not 
necessary for me to read it. A few 
days later we met with one Patrick 
Hackett over in the conference room 
of the Mayor and went over all of the 
things he cared to discuss with City 
Council in connection with the budget 
for the year 1952. Mr. Hackett had 
made his position clear to Council in 
that meeting and, of course, Mr. Shord 
was absent from that meeting, I do 
not know whether he was in Florida 
or where he was, but I understand he 
is in Florida now. That is a long dis¬ 
tance battle and it takes a powerful 
gun to carry a shot from Miami Beach 
or from Hialeah race track to the 
Council Chamber or City Hall. 

After the meeting with Mr. Hackett, 
when he talked to us about the men 
in the Traffic Planning Bureau and 
about the telephone operators at the 


Communications Center at No. 1 Police 
Station, I remember, we called for Don 
McNeil, who was Traffic Engineer in 
the Department of Public Safety, Bu¬ 
reau of Traffic Planning. We called 
him down and asked him to give us 
all the circumstances in connection with 
the men who are employed in that de¬ 
partment, what were their duties and 
whether they were on salary or per 
diem wage, and what were their hours 
and conditions of employment; and he 
told us very plainly what they were. 
Then Council, not P. T. Fagan, but 
the members of Council, acted with 
reference to wages and working con¬ 
ditions of the department. 

In the department of which I am 
Chairman of the Committee, the De¬ 
partment of Lands and Buildings, there 
are ten electricians employed. I have 
never had any disagreement or mis¬ 
understanding w'lth any of these men. 
If there is something wrong in the 
Department, I go to the Director, be¬ 
cause he is the man responsible. He 
is appointed by the Mayor and con¬ 
firmed by City Council to see that It 
is run both efficiently and capably, and 
in the best interests of the citizens of 
Pittsburgh. There are ten electricians 
in that department. There is one elec¬ 
trician foreman and his wages are $27.60 
a day, and there are seven other elec¬ 
tricians who get $25.60 each per day. 
There is one electrician that looks after 
the Department of Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion, and his wages are $25.60 a day; 
one in the Department of Public Health 
at $25.60 per day to take care of the 
electrical work; making a total of ten 
electricians, and one apprentice, who 
gets $10.24 a day. In the department 
over which I am Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee, I think we have a very fine 
mutual understanding and arrangement 
with the electricians. Apparently they 
all report for work every day and we 
have no complaint about it. But the 
complaint seems to be in the Bureau 
of Traffic Planning and, of course, 
these telephone operators in No. 1 Po¬ 
lice Station. 

I have been a union man the best 
part of my life, notwithstanding the 
fact that Mr. Shord said to some people 
over in his office and elsewhere that 
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I was, in my early life, an agent for 
a sewing machine company. I have 
never sold a needle in my life. Even 
if I had, there would not be anything 
wrong with that, or even if I had 
been an Armenian rug peddler. Then 
he said he had a fight with me when 
1 was with the War Manpower Com¬ 
mission, that I wanted to put colored 
people in the ship yards down at Dravo. 
I was in the Manpower Commission and 
no doubt did place a lot of colored 
people in the mines and mills and 
ships, because it was my duty. I was 
in the Manpower Commission and try¬ 
ing to win the war, and we were 
scraping the bottom of the barrel, and 
if a body was warm, we sent him out 
to the factory in order to make shells 
to win the war. If Mr. Shord is singling 
me out as the individual that is re¬ 
sponsible, that is okay. I am not look¬ 
ing for a fight or anything of the 
kind, but I have never run away from 
a fight and do not intend to, with 
Bill Shord or anyone else. 

It seems kind of hypocritical on the 
part of Mr. Shord, because on the same 
day of the telegram, December 20, 1961, 
I received a beautiful Christmas greet¬ 
ing. It says: “Greetings and best wishes 
for Christmas and the New Year from 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, Local Union No. 5, A. F. of L., 
William G. Shord, Business Manager.” 

Of course, you remember when we 
were discussing these matters there was 
a leak and I demanded to know who 
was responsible for the leak; that the 
things that had been discussed appar¬ 
ently leaked to the electricians, and 
then we got this telegram. So, it would 
seem to me, of course, with Mr. Shord 
enjoying himself down in Florida, the 
only ones who are suffering are the 
members of his union and the con¬ 
tractors who have done business with 
his union for almost fifty years, while 
William is enjoying himself basking in 
the sunshine of Florida. I read in the 
newspaper this morning the tempera¬ 
ture was 84“ there yesterday. If the 
temperature keeps on climbing. Bill will 
get hotter and hotter. If he has any¬ 
thing against me, I wish he would 
come to me. I am ready to talk with 


him at any time. I have given the 
best years of my life to organized la¬ 
bor and I have been threatened and 
intimidated by the coal and iron po¬ 
licemen and State policemen and Dep¬ 
uty Sheriffs, and have had men say 
nasty things to me when I was out 
on the picket line. I have had them 
threaten me and my colleagues on the 
picket line and they warned us that 
they were going to make it tough for 
us. And my reply was that “it was al¬ 
right to make it tough for the other 
fellow, providing he wasn’t a little 
tougher than you.” 

If Mr. Shord has anything against 
me, I think he should be man enough 
to come here and not hide behind the 
issue, because I understand that the 
Directors who are involved in these con¬ 
tracts have written him letters and 
there has not been any reply. So, he 
does not have much of an argument 
and must not be much of a case, or 
he would be trying to have it settled 
with the union and the men he has 
the honor to represent. 

I want it understood I have stood in 
this Council Chamber many times prior 
to becoming a member of this Council, 
arguing for the prevailing wage for car¬ 
penters, plumbers, electricians and what 
have you. He has gone so far as to 
say that I have not gotten along with 
Nick Grady, who has gone now to his 
everlasting reward and I hope he is 
happy in Heaven. 

I do not understand why he does not 
come and tell these things to me, in¬ 
stead of going around and saying them 
to his executives and at meetings. I 
just want to make myself clear that 
organized labor has a friend in me, 
and when organized labor is right I 
will go to the bitter end, but when 
they are wrong I will tell them in just 
the same terms as I tell anyone else, 
because there is not any individual or 
any organization that is perfect. When 
they are right I will be for them and 
if they are wrong I will be against 
them, without any apolog^les. If William 
G. Shord has anything to say about me 
or wants to talk about this situation, 
and he is blaming it on me, I hope 
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he returns from Florida and takes it 
up with me, because I am willing to 
meet him either publicly or privately 
at any time.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS

Mr, Rodgers: 

Mr. President: In recognition of the 
interest of this City in the situation in 
the steel industry, I wish to present 
for the consideration of this body a 
resolution. 

Mr. Rodgers presented 
No. 632. 

Whereas, The continued and uninter¬ 
rupted production of steel is a matter 
of survival of the nation during this 
period of rearmament of the forces 
of freedom in the world, and 

Whereas, The stoppage of steel pro¬ 
duction would have been a notice to 
the world, both to our friends and 
allies and to our enemies, that Amer¬ 
ica was unable to meet its responsibili¬ 
ties because of dom’estic weakness and 
selfishness, and 

Whereas, We in the Pittsburgh dis¬ 
trict have a special interest and a 
special duty in the maintenance of 
steel production, with its enormous im¬ 
pact upon the economic life of this 
district, affecting both business and 
labor, and 

Whereas, Under such circumstances of 
public emergency, the City Council of 
Pittsburgh has the right and the 
obligation to express itself upon the 
question; Now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the City Council of 
Pittsburgh does hereby express its 
thankfulness that a shutdown of the 
steel Industry has been to this date 
averted, because of the brave and de¬ 
termined action of the President of 
the United States, Harry S. Truman, 
who used the inherent powers of his 
office to protect the national safety 
and the general welfare; and that this 
Council does further urge that a prompt 
settlement of the dispute he made 
upon the basis of the report of the 
Wage Stabilization Board. It is essential 
that in time of crisis both manage¬ 


ment and labor agree to put the pub¬ 
lic interest first. The Wage Stabiliza¬ 
tion Board finding was an expression 
of public interest, through the duly 
constituted public representation. If 
its findings had been accepted by 
management and rejected by labor, 
there would have been tremendous 
pressure upon labor to recede from its 
position and continue work. We have 
a right to expect the same degree of 
regard for public interest from man¬ 
agement as we would require from a 
labor organization. 

The City Clerk is hereby instructed 
to send duly certified copies of this 
resolution to the President of the 
United States; to the presidents of 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
Jones and Laughlin Steel Corporation, 
Bethlehem Steel Company, Republic 
'Steel Corporation, Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube Company, and Inland Steel 
Company, and to the president of the 
United Steel Workers of America.

Mr. Fagan: 

Mr. President; I rise at this time for 
the purpose of supporting the resolu¬ 
tion as presented by Mr, Rodgers and 
seconded by Mr. Schifano. I want to 
go on record as supporting this fine 
action on the part of Pittsburgh City 
Council. I feel that the President of 
the United States, Harry S. Truman, is 
entitled to the commendation and ever¬ 
lasting gratitude of the citizens of 
this great Nation of ours in having the 
courage and intestinal fortitude in 
telling the steel industry that a settle¬ 
ment should be made on the basis 
of the recommendations of the Wage 
Stabilization Board. 

The President of the United States 
received many commendations when he 
took over the railroads a few years 
ago and when he took over the coal 
mines, and when the coal miners were 
fined a million and a half dollars; and 
now big steel and littlf steel and 
fabricating plants should put into oper¬ 
ation the award of the Wage Stabiliza¬ 
tion Board. Of course, there is a lot 
of moaning and groaning and complain- 
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Ing on the part of certain Interests 
in this Nation. 

The president of the United Steel 
Workers of America, Philip Murray, is 
one of America’s greatest labor states¬ 
men. I say that with all due respect 
and admiration for all the other labor 
leaders in North America, in the CIO, 
in the American Federation of Labor 
and the Brotherhood of Railroad Train¬ 
men and affiliated organizations. Mr. 
Murray and the policy committee for 
almost one hundred days, or ninety- 
nine days have done everything human¬ 
ly possible to try to bring about a 
settlement of this great dispute that 
now exists between management and 
labor. The wage contract expired on 
December 31, in the year 1951, and, 
at the request of the President of the 
United States, President Murray, to¬ 
gether with the policy committee, 
called the National Convention of the 
United Steel Workers in Atlantic City 
on the 3rd day of January, 1952, and 
in a very democratic manner, Presi¬ 
dent Murray, along with the resident 
officers of that Union, and the directors, 
placed before the delegates of that 
convention, who represent the steel 
workers of the United States and 
Canada, all the facts of their negotia¬ 
tions and the companies’ refusal to 
make an agreement in line with the 
demands that were presented by the 
Steel Workers’ Union. And, after sub¬ 
mitting the matter to the delegates, 
they advised Mr. Murray to submit 
their dispute to the Wage Stabilization 
Board. This they did. They appeared 
before the Wage Stabilization Board 
and presented their case. They pre¬ 
sented it in a very able and capable 
manner, as did the representatives of 
the steel industry. 

I hold in my hand a copy of the 
"Steel Labor,’’ the voice of the United 
Steel workers of America, CIO. It is 
the April issue, and on the front page 
is the picture of Benjamin Pairless, 
President of the U. S. Steel Corpora¬ 
tion. I want to put into the record 
his statement: 

"Whether our workers are to get 
a raise, and how much it will be if 
they do, is a matter which prob¬ 
ably cannot be determined by col¬ 


lective bargaining, and will appar¬ 
ently have to be decided finally In 
Washington.” 

The above statement was made by 
Benjamin Fairless, President of the 
U. S. Steel Corporation, in a speech 
at Cincinnati, on November 15, 1951. 
’This statement of Mr. Fairless’ was 
made prior to the opening of wage 
negotiations between the steel com¬ 
panies and the United Steel Workers 
of America. The steel workers tried in 
every manner possible to negotiate a 
contract through conferences and col¬ 
lective bargaining, but apparently they 
were not able to do so, and as a 
result the negotiations broke off and 
the matter was submitted to the Wage 
Stabilization Board. The steel workers 
do not get all they ask for in their 
demands or recommendations that 
were submitted to the Wage Stabiliza¬ 
tion Board. But after the Wage Stabil¬ 
ization Board made its decision the 
steel workers acquiesced in the recom¬ 
mendations of that Board. 

Of course, after President Murray 
and the policy committee agreed to go 
before the Wage Stabilization Board, I 
read editorials in a lot of newspapers 
saying Mr. Murray was a great labor 
statesman and that Philip Murray was 
a great American. There is no ques¬ 
tion about that. I have known him for 
more than fifty years, and have seen 
him in action in the coal industry 
and steel and aluminum and other in¬ 
dustries, doing an outstanding job. 
During World War I he received many 
citations from the Government and 
the Red Cross and other civic and 
service organizations for the outstand¬ 
ing services he performed. And in 
World War II nobody else did more 
than he did to win the war. He 
traveled from one end of the Country 
to the other, settling disputes and 
strikes and putting men back to work: 
determined to do everything he could 
to save our way of life. And, of course, 
there isn’t any doubt about the situa¬ 
tion in which we find ourselves to¬ 
day. For your information, gentlemen, 
in the brief that was filed in the 
summarizing of the steel industry’s 
case before the Wage Stabilization 
Board, they wanted a provision written 
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In by the Wage Stabilization Board of 
master and servant. That was one of 
the things that big steel and little 
steel and the fabricators and all the 
others wanted written into the find¬ 
ings of the Wage Stabilization Board. 
1 am not going into a lot of history. 
We know all about big steel and little 
steel and the coal industry, and we 
know that until a few years ago they 
had closed towns and if you went 
into them you were arrested. The Con¬ 
stitution was on their side. They 
could violate the Constitution and do 
anything they desired. The President 
of Council knows all about it. When 
he was in the Legislature he was head 
of the committee to investigate sweat 
shops. Even an undertaker had to 
have a permit to go into these towns 
to take over the body of John Jones 
or Bill Smith. Now, of course, the 
Constitution of the United States is 
functioning in the interest of all the 
people. Thank God, we have a Presi¬ 
dent who has courage to stand up 
and not only tell management but to 
tell Labor Just what the rights of 
each are. I think he Is entitled to 
the commendation of every citizen of 
this Nation for the outstanding job 
he did. First, in the interest of our 
sons and daughters who are In the ser¬ 
vice, who are in Korea fighting for 
you and for me, and in the interest 
of the men and women in the service 
In Europe trying to preserve our way 
of life and trying to preserve de¬ 
mocracy so that we may continue free 
enterprise in America. 

I want to say in closing, I am one 


hundred per cent for the resolution 
now before Council and want to con¬ 
gratulate Mr. Rodgers for introducing 
it, and Mr. Schifano for seconding the 
motion for its adoption. 

The Chair: I agree with the re¬ 
marks made by Mr. Pagan. He knows 
whereof he speaks. I know the things 
he brought out about Mr. Murray 
are true.

At it’s regular meeting held today, 
the Planning Commission considered 
Council Bill No. 610 (52)—an Ordinance 
amending Zoning Ordinance No. 372, 
approved August 9, 1923, Zone Map 

Sheet Z-N10-E15, by changing from an 
“A” Residence (U-4) District, to a 
Commercial (U-3A) District, Class “A”, 
all that certain property bounded by 
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Bedford avenue; Duff street; Bloomer 
way; and the northeasterly line of the 
present Commercial District northeast of 
Chauncey street. 

The Commission took the following 
action: 

"MOTION—That the Staff Report 
dated May 1, 1952 be received, and 
that Council Bill No. 610(52) be DIS¬ 
APPROVED for the following reasons: 

1. The proposed change if effected 
would constitute enlargement of an un¬ 
warranted and undesirable “spot” zone, 
for which when created less than a 
year ago, there was, and for the en¬ 
largement of which, there is now, no 
known community need as Indicated by 
the following; 

(1) There appears to be ample area 
in the nearby Commercial Districts 
for the location of any stores to 
serve the needs of this community 
as (a) the concerned area is lo¬ 
cated only 1 block (less than 500 
feet by traveled streets) from the 
extensive Commercial District along 
the Webster avenue frontages, west 
from Somers street. In that Com¬ 
mercial area, less than 750 feet 
from the area proposed to be 
changed, is a vacant frontage of 
249.26 feet with a depth of 119 
feet under three ownerships, zoned 
Commercial and topographically 
suited to development. A portion 
of this Commercial District ex¬ 
tends to Bedford avenue, at a 
point only about 1000 ft. from the 
concerned frontage. In the one 
block of this Commercial District 
nearest the concerned area (Web¬ 
ster avenue, Somers to Kirkpat¬ 
rick), only 13% of the frontage 
is now commercially used; 18% 
is vacant land and 69% is resi- 
dentlally used, a total of 87% of 
frontage legally available for ad¬ 
ditional commercial enterprise. 
Other portions of this Cemmercial 
District are similarly lightly de¬ 
veloped for commercial use. 

(b) Other Commercial Districts 
occur within easy reach of the 
concerned area, so that within % 
mile of the concerned location, 
there is over 7000 feet of com¬ 
mercially-zoned frontage within 


which there are many stores, of¬ 
fering a variety of merchandise 
and services, and at the same 
time, within which there is vacant 
land and much residentially—used 
property, all legally available for 
new commercial uses. 

(2) in addition to stores located 
In the nearby Commercial Dis¬ 
tricts, this neighborhood is now 
being served by non-conforming 
commercial uses. Within 500 feet 
of the concerned area there are 17 
such uses including 6 grocery 
stores, 2 confectionery stores, 2 
beauty shops, 1 cleaning shop, and 
2 drug stores. 

2. The present zoning classification 
is suitable for the concerned property: 

3. The proposed change, like the pre¬ 
ceding “spot” change would be pre¬ 
judicial to residential uses along adja¬ 
cent frontages; 

4. It is Indicated by the requested 
reclassification, that the proposed de¬ 
velopment would be of a type provid¬ 
ing more than Immediate neighborhood 
service, and one likely to be In com¬ 
petition with and to make more dif¬ 
ficult the development of Commercial 
facilities proposed to be provided under 
the “lower hill district" redevelopment 
program, which program has, in the 
last year made significant advances to¬ 
ward realty; and 

5. The proposed change Is not in ac¬ 
cord with the Commission’s Tentative 
Draft of the Proposed New Zoning Ordi¬ 
nance, and the Department of City 
Planning's recent studies for revision 
of that draft.

Whereas, The Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works further states 
that these basins have not been cleaned 
for more than ten years and that 60% 
of the capacity of the receiving basins 
is filled with silt and sediment from 
raw water pumped directly from the

Whereas, Such appears as good and 
sufficient reason to impel the certifi¬ 
cation of an emergency under the cir¬ 
cumstances;

Gentlemen of Council, I would like , 
to say, with reference to File No. 749, 
Bill No. 1094, presented by President 
Thomas J. Gallagher on July 7th, and 
a public hearing held on July 11th 
at the request of the Pittsburgh Real 
Estate Board, the letter being signed 
by Donnell D. Reed, President. 

If you will recall. Council held this 
public hearing on July 11th with refer¬ 
ence to rent control. 

The Act that was before the Congress 
of the United States Public Law 429— 
and there is no doubt that Congress 
passed the buck back to the cities and 
towns of the 48 States; and as a re¬ 
sult of the discontinuance of rent con¬ 
trol by the Federal Government, the 
Council has before it this morning this 
important piece of legislation, which 
we are requested by a large number 
of people, to continue rent control un¬ 
til April 30, 1953. Now, if you will re¬ 
call, the Real Estate Board of Pitts¬ 
burgh was represented by their counsel. 
They made it very plain that they 
were not in favor of the continuance 
of rent control. The hearing was grant¬ 
ed by the President of Council, at 
their request, and when their coun.sel 
was given an opportunity to present 
their case, he made it very plain that 
he was more interested in listening to 
what the proponents of the bill and 
the other people Interested in rental 
control had to say; and as a result. 


Robert Lieberman, representing the 
Pittsburgh Central Labor Union, among 
others, spoke in favor of continuing 
rent control until April 30, 1953. He 
pointed out in a very fair, honorable 
and reasonable manner that there was 
a shortage of houses in what some 
people call the “low rent’’ bracket and 
moderate rents below $85.00 a month. 
In my opinion, $85.00 is not a very 
low rent, and from the information 
submitted by Mr. Reed and other real 
estate representatives there are a lot 
of houses and apartments available 
renting from $90.00 to $150.00 a month; 
but there are a lot of people in the 
City of Pittsburgh who are still earn¬ 
ing 75 cents an hour and are not able 
to pay those high rents. As far as I am 
concerned the presentations made by 
Robert Lieberman, representing the 
Pittsburgh Central Labor Union, Milton 
Weisberg, of the C. I. O., William J- 
Tepsic, Commander, Allegheny County 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, Joseph Wat¬ 
son, Post 913, The American Legion, 
Curtis Haube, Disabled American Vet¬ 
erans, Edward Bolster, Pittsburgh Chap¬ 
ter, Americans for Democratic Action, 
and many individuals, convince me 
that we have a lot of slum housing 
in the City of Pittsburgh, and the 
rents are very high. 

As a result of all the information 
supplied Council, I feel it is encumbent 
upon me to make my position clear, 
that there is in the City of Pittsburgh 
still a great need to continue rent con¬ 
trol, and there isn’t any doubt about it 
that Pittsburgh and Rllegheny County are 
great defense centers of the Nation; 
in fact, we were known in World War 
II as the Arsenal of Democracy. We 
have a lot of defense workers here. 

Congress should have done the Job. 
but they passed the “buck” and it is 
up to the Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and the many boroughs and 
townships and municipalities in this 
State as well as the other 47 States 
to enact legislation for the continu¬ 
ance of rental control until April 1953. 

I want to make my position clear 
that I am in favor of this ordinance 
presented by President Gallagher. 

Mr. Rodgers arose and said;

“which you so ably described,” I got 
the definite impression, bolstered by 
my own experience and research, that 
there is a substantial shortage of 
houses in Pittsburgh.

For myself, I want to publicly com¬ 
mend the Mayor and his cabinet mem¬ 
bers for holding down what we claim 
is unfair rates for street cars, gas, 
electricity, and telephone service. I 
have always believed in the law of 
supply and demand. I think that 
every corporation is entitled to a fair 
return on its capital investment. Peo¬ 
ple invest money with the understand¬ 
ing that they are going to get a profit 
or fair return. They are entitled to it. 
Corporations are entitled to a profit; 
but when they start to gouge and 
demand unfair profits, then the Pub¬ 
lic Utility Commission should give the 
municipalities an opportunity to pre¬ 
sent their case in a proper manner. 


Then, there is nothing left for us to 
do but to fight fairly, honestly, legally 
and consistently. If a utility company 
is entitled to an increas in rates, we 
have to go along with the decision of 
the Public Utility Commission until 
there is an opportunity to present our 
case. 

The Mayor and Miss Alpern in par¬ 
ticular have waged a valiant fight and 
saved consumers millions of dollars. 
Tills has been done without help from 
other municipalities. The full burden 
of fighting these rate cases has been 
placed upon the citizens of Pittsburgh. 
Because of the splendid work being 
done by Miss Alpern and her associates 
in the Law Department for all of the 
citizens of our community, they are 
entitled to commendation.

He was of the non-dramatlc, 
undemonstrative type, and yet under 
his administration Pittsburgh escaped 
the upheavals and discord experienced 
by cities that had more exciting and 
excitable leaders.

On behalf of the Special Committee 
appointed by this body, I wish to 
present a resolution commemorating the 
life and service of former Mayor Cor¬ 
nelius D. Scully. 

Mr. Kodgers presented 
No. 1479. 

Whereas, It has pleased Almighty 
God in His infinite wisdom to remove 
from our midst our associate and good 
friend, Cornelius Decatur Scully. 

Mr. Scully was born in Chartiers 
Township, now the 28th Ward of the 
City of Pittsburgh, in 1878. He at¬ 
tended the Wlndgap School, Pittsburgh 
Central High School, the University of 
Pennsylvania and the University of 
Pittsburgh. He was admitted to the 
Bar of the local and State courts in 
1804, P.nd engaged in active practice in 
this community for many years. 

He was appointed City Solicitor of 
Pittsburgh in 1934. On December 26, 
1935, he was elected to this Council 


to fill a vacancy caused by the resig¬ 
nation of John J. Kane upon his elec¬ 
tion as County Commissioner. On Jan¬ 
uary 6, 1936, he was elected President 
of Council, and on October 19, 1936, 
was elevated to the position of Mayor 
of this city. He was subsequently re¬ 
elected by the people for two succes¬ 
sive terms. His tenure of ten years 
and two months was longer than that 
of any previous Mayor of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

Throughout his life Dick Scully was 
guided by a deep love for this city 
and its citizens. He took a great pride 
in its beauties; its spirit and its ac¬ 
complishments; yet he did not blind 
himself to the faults of his native city. 
He saw her ugly slums, her blighted 
areas where neglected outmoded build¬ 
ings were choking the life of the com¬ 
munity and discouraging development. 
He saw the need for parks and play¬ 
grounds, for better housing, and the 
lack of cultural opportunities. Overall, 
he saw the blight of smoke. In the 
dark depression days of the early 1930’s 
Mayor Scully refused to accept the 
gloomy view. While Mayor he pressed 
forward with plans for the alleviation 
of suffering; for the advancement of 
health and sanitation; for the develop¬ 
ment of adequate housing, and for the 
real awakening of the spiritual life of 
this city. 

During his term as Mayor he was 
able to carry into effect many of his 
visions of civic Improvement. It was 
during his term and in large measure 
due to his courageous support, that 
the City of Pittsburgh was able to 
initiate the anti-smoke program. Of 
the vast public improvements which 
are only now beginning to reach their 
culmination, many had their birth in 
his love for this city and his dreams 
of beautification. 

It is with deep sorrow that we 
mourn the loss of this great public 
servant. 

Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Mayor and the 
members of Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh express our deep sense of 
loss upon the death of Cornelius De¬ 
catur Scully, and that we acknowledge 
our debt to him for his untiring ef-

In response to your request of Oct. 

15 concerining the above subject, this 
Department has examined and con¬ 
sidered Bills Nos. 1582 and 1583. We 
are of the opinion that those ordi¬ 
nances are in proper form and fully 
authorize the agreement between the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority and the 
City of Pittsburgh- 

We have examined the agreement be¬ 
tween the Urban Redevelopment Au¬ 
thority and Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Corporation and that between the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority and the City 
of Pittsburgh, both relating to the 
redevelopment by the corporation of 
the 15th Ward, Hazelwood avenue, area. 
We are of the opinion that the City 
is fully protected against claims for 
damages arising out of the necessity 
for the location, relocation, construc¬ 
tion and reconstruction of facilities 
maintained toy the public utility com¬ 
panies within the redevelopment areas 
outlined in the ordinances. 

We have read the communications 
from the utilities and are unsympathe¬ 
tic with their requests that the ordi¬ 
nances and agreements toe amended to 
provide for their reimbursement if put 
to expense by the redevelopment. We 
think their right to reimbursement, if 
any, should toe determined by the 
courts.

Gentlemen: 

On October 17, 1952, an opinion was 
submitted to Council by J. Prank Mc¬ 
Kenna, Jr., First Assistant City Solic¬ 
itor, in the absence of the City Solic¬ 
tor, advising that Bills Nos. 1582 and 
1583 were in proper form for enactment 
by City Council. 

At your request, I have eramlned 
the bills in question and find that in 
the Cooperation Agreement between the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority and 
the City of Pittsburgh, Section 1-B, 
there appears the following paragraph: 

“B. The Authority agrees; 

“(1) To enter into a Redevelopment 
Contract whereby the Redeveloper 
will indemnify and save harmless 
the City or the Autharity from any 
claims, demands, or causes of ac¬ 
tion whatsoever, if any, arising by 
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reason of the necessity for the loca¬ 
tion, relocation, construction and re¬ 
construction of facilities maintained 
by public utility companies within 
the Contract Redevelopment Areas 
and without said areas to the extent 
made necessary by either the con¬ 
struction to be undertaken by the 
Redeveloper in the Contract Rede¬ 
velopment Areas or in the vacation 
of the streets and alleys in said areas, 
provided, however, that this under¬ 
taking shall not be construed so as 
to enlarge any rights of said utility 
companies.” 

Pursuant to the proposed agreement 
between the Urban Redevelopment Au¬ 
thority and the Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Corporation, Jones & Laughlin agrees 
as follows (Article VIII, Sec. B): 

“ ... to indemnify and save 
harmless the City or the Authority 
from any claims, demands . . . aris¬ 
ing by reason of the location, re¬ 
location, construction and reconstruc¬ 
tion of facilities maintained by pub¬ 
lic utility companies within the Con¬ 
tract Redevelopment Areas . . 

In the light of these express pro¬ 
visions, it is clear that the City of 
Pittsburgh Is fully protected ag,ainst 
any claim for damages arising by 
reason of the relocation of any utility. 

We have been advised that certain 
of the utility companies have asked 
that the contract with Jones & Laugh¬ 
lin contain a specific provision for re¬ 
imbursement of the utility companies 
for the cost of relocation of utilities. 
This question Is one we feel should be 
answered by the courts and not by 
City Council, since we are dealing in a 
field which has not had Judicial inter¬ 
pretation with respect to redevelop¬ 
ment contracts. The utilities can pro¬ 
tect themselves adequately by insti¬ 
tuting the necessary proceedings. Nor 
will they be In any manner prejudiced 
by reason of the provisions contained 
in the contract w'th the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, since they are limited solely 
in their effect to the City. 

I therefore concur in the conclusions 
reached by Mr. McKenna when he ap¬ 
proved Bills Nos. 1582 and 1583 for 


enactment by Council.

Every moment of his life was de¬ 
voted to promoting the welfare and 
the hopes of the working people of 
our Nation, many thousands^ of whom 
are part of this great industrial area 
of Pittsburgh. 

The life he lived will long be re¬ 
membered and the great humanitarian 
accomplishments be strove for will en¬ 
dear him in the hearts of millions 
upon millions of Americans. The mem¬ 
ories he leaves behind will serve as an 
inspiration to people in all walks of 
life, and a yardstick for future genera¬ 
tions as they move forward on the 
road to Justice and equality. 

In his lifelong capacity as a leader 
of America’s working people he was 
one of America’s great citizens. As a 
resident of the City of Pittsburgh for 
a half century, our community, especial¬ 
ly, will feel the deep loss. 

The true measure of a great man 
lies in his humility, because he thus 
attests his dependence upon God.

To carry out the provisions of this 
legislation, the undersigned had record¬ 
ed the basic Zoning Ordinance, as 
amended to date. There is only one 
zone map in existence. This was pho¬ 
tographed by Newman-Schmidt Studios, 
713 Penn Avenue, Pittsburgh 22, Penn¬ 
sylvania. This firm was selected after 
the City Photographer, Mr. McCandless, 
had stated that he could not do the 
work himself and after he took several 
bids from other photographers, includ¬ 
ing Eastman Kodak Company. 

The work performed by Newman- 
Schmidt Studios turned out to be 
quite unsatisfactory. This was due in 
part to the fact that they do not have 
sufficient time to complete the project. 

'The present bill of Newman-Schmidt

Members of Council and Gentlemen: 
His Honor, the Mayor of Pittsburgh. 

Mayor .Lawrence: 

President and Members of Council: 

I again have the honor to present 
to you budget estimates for the opera¬ 
tion of the government of the City of 
Pittsburgh, thl.s time for the calendar 
year of 1953. 


This budget is presented against the 
background of a city thriving as it 
has never done before in all of its 
long and productive history. Progress 
and new growth are all about us. 
The city is feverislily adjusting its en¬ 
vironment to the demands of our time, 
and its industrial and commercial pre¬ 
eminence have been secured and made 
fast. The gloomy prophesies of only 
ten years ago have been completely re¬ 
futed, and every citizen of Pittsburgh 
with the eyes to see must know what 
is in development here. 

The city government may take an 
honest pride in what it has done to 
make possible this strengthening and 
Improvement of all phases of our com¬ 
munity life. 

As I see the task of the Mayor and 
of this Council, our first duty Is to 
make sure that this rate of progress 
is continued and increased. The muni¬ 
cipal government must set the pattern 
for it, encourage It, and put all its 
energies into this successful work of 
redevelopment. 

I challenge any critic of this ad¬ 
ministration, political or personal, to 
say that we have not done so. We 
are not now going to slacken that 
pace. 

This budget is frankly and proudly 
geared to its continuance. 

The best proof of what this means 
for Pittsburgh can be found In our 
gain in values. As set for tax pur¬ 
poses by the Allegheny County Board 
of Property Assessments, Appeals and 
Review, which alone has the power of 
making assessments In the city, the 
taxable values in ^Pittsburgh in 1947 
were only $961,000,000. For 1953, these 
valuations will reach $1,070,000,000 or 
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more—a gain of better than $100,000,000. 

Almost all of this has come from 
newly created values, new construction. 

The hope of this, and every city, 
must lie in adding to its collective 
wealth—not in taxing existing values 
beyond the point of diminishing re¬ 
turns. 

That is the objective which we are 
successfully pursuing, with huge re¬ 
turns in commercial and industrial ex¬ 
pansion, in employment, in living 
standards, and in financial stability 
for the city, the school district and 
the county. 

I am happy to report to Council 
that we will close out 1952 with a 
sound fiscal record. The surplus for 
the year will reach, it is estimated, 
$2,000,000, reflecting departmental econ¬ 
omies in management and a function¬ 
ing system of budget controls. 

In fact, if it were not for the pres¬ 
sure of the times, the budget estimates 
for 1953 could be financed within the 
framework of the present tax struc¬ 
ture plus the anticipated surplus. 

The appropriations recommended for 
1953 total $42,629,591. 

Estimated revenues on the existing 
schedules are $40,787,000, which, plus 
the surplus of $2,000,000 would bring 
the budget into balance. 

The only “hole” which appeared in 
1952’s revenue estimates was the de¬ 
fault of the state in the payment of 
$475,000 due the city in reimburse¬ 
ment for public health services, as 
was projected in the public health 
laws passed at the 1951 legislative 
session. 

We will vigorously press for this 
promised state support for our health 
program. 

The increase in the basic budget 
over 1952 largely reflects increased cost 
of the things which the city must buy, 
plus increased services in such special¬ 
ized areas as public safety and public 
health. In public safety, fire preven¬ 
tion work and additional fire protection 
personnel are provided for, and there 
are additional funds provided for the 
increasingly critical functions of traf¬ 


fic engineering and control. Salary In¬ 
crements lor police and firemen, 
standard under the terms of their em¬ 
ployment, will cost an additional 
$ 100 , 000 . 

We continue to carry out the im¬ 
provement of our public health ser¬ 
vices, which has made such steady 
progress in recent years, with particu¬ 
lar attention to public health nursing, 
nutrition, cancer control work and the 
care and prevention of tuberculosis. 

To the basic budget, however, must 
be added provision for an increase in 
wages and salaries which is due city 
employees in order to permit them to 
meet the cost of living. 

I therefore recommend *to Council 
that a fimd of $1,500,000 be set up 
for wage and salary adjustments, and 
that it be distributed among the vari¬ 
ous employees of the city in a manner 
that will be equitable to all. 

To finance such a wage and salary 
increase, a tax increase of two mills 
on land and one mill on buildings 
would be necessary. It should be re¬ 
membered too that the surplus might 
be wholly or partially exhausted in 
the 1953 operations, if all appropria¬ 
tions were spent. In that case, the 
city would be faced with a further 
increase of more than three mills on 
land and one and one-half mills on 
buildings in 1954. 

I think you will agree with me, as 
will the people of Pittsburgh, that such 
increases in the tax rate would be an 
acute hardship for the homeowners of 
this community and would be com¬ 
pletely destructive of the effort we are 
making to bring about new investment 
in our city’s future. Tlie new build¬ 
ings in the Triangle, the industrial ex¬ 
pansion along the rivers, the new home 
and apartment construction in the resi¬ 
dential districts, all bear evidence of 
xhis confidence in Pittsburgh. It must 
be maintained. 

Therefore, I do not recommend a tax 
increase. 

Nor do I think it necessary and un¬ 
avoidable. 

'Phe city’s financial structure, its ob¬ 
ligations, its necessities, and its long- 
range fiscal planning must be consld- 
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ered as a whole, and from time to 
time, must be reviewed in its entirety. 

This is such a time in our affairs. 
Despite all the pressures and difficul¬ 
ties of Inflation we have been able to 
manage our city business prudently, 
without deficits and with very little 
increase in debt. We have prevented 
a sales tax, and we have prevented a 
wage tax—steps to which American ci¬ 
ties from New York down to small in¬ 
dustrial communities have been driven. 
We will continue to resist these “soak- 
the-poor” tax systems. 

At this juncture, in preparation for 
this periodic review of our affairs, the 
City Council has created, and the State 
is Issuing articles of incorporation for 
a Municipal Water Authority. The pri¬ 
mary purpose of such an authority is 
to provide an effective mechanism for 
the operation of such a publicly owned 
utility and to bring the public water 
supply system into first-class operating 
condition. It has, of necessity, an im¬ 
pact upon the city’s finances, and it is 
our duty to make the final result one 
which will be of greatest benefit to 
the city and its taxpayers of all classes. 

I heartily concur in Council’s action 
in setting up this municipal authority, 
and urge that an agreement between 
the city and the authority as to con¬ 
ditions of transfer be reached early in 
1953. 

This Is a complex matter, which 
should be stripped down to its essen¬ 
tials In order to correct any misunder¬ 
standings which any citizen may have. 
One cannot hope to cure the deliber¬ 
ate distortions of malice or political 
partisanship. Fortunately, such malice 
Is rare in present-day Pittsburgh, where 
our citizens are united in a sweeping 
and successful civic effort which is un¬ 
precedented in American local govern¬ 
ment. In that work, responsible Re¬ 
publicans share equally with responsible 
Democrats, and all of us place the 
program ahead of political advantage. 

It Is, therefore, all the more desirable 
that there should be a maximum 
amount of public Information on so 
Important a policy decision. 

These things should be made un¬ 
mistakably and unquestionably clear: 


The municipal water authority was 
unanimously recommended by a com¬ 
mittee of Pittsburgh’s ablest and most 
disinterested citizens. 

The municipal water authority is a 
public body, just as much so as the 
Pittsburgh city government, and the 
water system will remain in public 
ownership and under public control. 
The water system will revert to direct 
city ownership when the authority’s 
task is done. The authority member¬ 
ship is appointed for stated terms by 
City Council. 

There will be no increase in water 
rates because of the transfer to the 
authority, and in those areas of Pitts¬ 
burgh now served by South Pittsburgh 
Water Company, rates will be the same 
as city rates—just as they now are. 

Water revenues will be used for wa¬ 
ter supply system purposes. 

The water supply system will be put 
into first-class operating condition, and 
will so remain. 

The city will use its receipts from 
the water system transfer to wipe out 
virtually all of its present outstanding 
debt. 

The city will be able to keep its 
commitments to progress here, includ¬ 
ing the further redevelopment of the 
Golden Triangle and the completion of 
the major highway system, and the re¬ 
development of such areas as the Hill 
District, the Northside, Oakland and 
East Liberty. 

The city will be able to proceed with 
its necessary housekeeping tasks, which 
are always with us, in the mainte¬ 
nance and reasonable Improvement of 
our neighborhood streets, sewers, parks, 
playgrounds, health centers, and other 
public facilities. 

In doing all this, taxes will go 
DOWN, not up. 

Receipts from the transfer will go 
into the city's sinking fund, where they 
will be kept as an asset against debt 
service requirements to the benefit of 
the city’s annual budgets. The first 
good effect of this.will be felt in 1953. 

Anticipating the use of $2,100,000 in 
1953 from the transfer payment, we can 
safely reduce taxes next year by one 
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full mill on land and one-half mill on 
buildings. There is no reason to doubt 
but that this reduction can be main¬ 
tained in 1954. 

The budget projected, then, for 1953 


is: 

Basic Appropriations _$42,629,591 

Salary and wage increases 1,500,000 


Total Expenditures_$44,129,591

This is the first tax reduction which 
the city has been able to extend since 
1942. 

Succeeding budgets will be greatly 
reduced in size, because they will not 
include the operating costs of the wa¬ 
ter system nor a major portion of 
debt service requirements. 

I think that it might be well at 
this point to debunk some mythology 
which has grown up around the water 
supply system. In the first place, while 
it needs a program of reconstruction, 
it is not in imminent danger of col¬ 
lapse. When you turn the tap, you 
get water—and it is a safe, healthy 
water, furnished at a lower rate than 
the privately owned South Pittsburgh 
Water System or than by the systems 
of our suburban communities. Second, 
the water system has not been a con¬ 
sistent source of income to the city, 
and until we were forced to raise the 
rates in 1951, had often been more 
of a liability than an asset. The Mor¬ 
ris Know’les, Inc. engineering report 
makes that clear. In 1950, the net 
Income from the water supply system 
was only $301,000, so that in that 
year, if all true costs are calculated. 

It was actuaally being subsidized by 
the general revenues of the city. It is 
completely proper to put it now on a 
pay-its-own-way basis, neither subsid¬ 
ized by nor subsidizing the city’s gen¬ 
eral funds. And, as I have said, we 
propose to do this on the basis of 
the present Pittsburgh water rates, 
which are the lowest in the area. 


Anotlier myth is that the transfer 
of the water system will permit the 
city to go on a spending spree. The 
opposite is true. The proceeds will be 
used to get the city out of a debt. 

There is another error in the be¬ 
lief that this transfer is merely the 
postponement of fiscal difficulties for 
Pittsburgh. That is not true, provided 
that our debt structure from this time 
on is prudently managed, and provided 
that we continue to develop new values 
in Pittsburgh. 

The development of Pittsburgh is the 
task to which this administration is 
dedicated. In it, it has had the help 
of many hands and brains and pocket- 
books, private and governmental, fed¬ 
eral, state and county, and the citizen- 
directed Redevelopment, Parking and 
Housing Authorities. So long as the 
people of Pittsburgh trust us with re¬ 
sponsibility, we will not slacken In this 
work. 

It is the dominant thinking of this 
budget. 

It is the dominant thinking of your 
city government. 

We are sure it is the dominant think¬ 
ing of every citizen of Pittsburgh who 
has the capacity for vision and a be¬ 
lief in human progress. There are still 
a few ox-cart minds as well as some 
remaining ox-cart governmental struc¬ 
tures. May we always have the energy 
.and the good-will to free ourselves 
from both.

The Chair: 

Under remarks. Bill No. 1812, Resolu¬ 
tion for the sale of the police station 
in Oakland, Mr. Aronson met me on 
the street on Friday and wanted to 
know if he could appear before Coun¬ 
cil on this bill. I told him that the 
bill had been affirmed in committee 
and would be up for final action to¬ 
day, and in order for him to appear 
before Council he would have to have 
the unanimous consent of all the 
members of Council. Mr. Aronson is in 
the Council Chamber. What is the con¬ 
sensus of Council in allowing him to 
be heard? 

Mr. Weir: 

I move that he be permitted to be 
heard. 

Mr. Fagan: 

Mr. President: What is the purpoee 
of him appearing before Council? This 
bill now before Council was properly 
advertised in both the Pittsburgh Poet- 
Gazette and the Pittsburgh Sun Tele¬ 
graph, and he or anybody else who 
wanted to bid on the property had an 
opportunity to submit a bid up until 
the 18th day of November. At 10:00 
or 11.00 o'clock on that day bids were 
opened. This property has been on the 
block for more than three years, and 
every time there was a sale it was 
properly advertised; and most of the 
real estate people In the City of Pltti- 





































burgh were notified toy the Depart¬ 
ment of Lands and Buildings that 
there was a piece of property—the police 
station and comfort station in the 
Oakland district—that was up for sale, 
and up until this moment Mr. Aronson 
has never made a bid on this piece of 
property. Everything that has tran¬ 
spired has been in line with the law, 
and the matter was submitted to the 
Law Department, and the Clerk of 
Council has a letter from one of the 
Assistant City Solicitors saying that 
the transaction was legal and in line 
with the law. A week ago or last Tues¬ 
day the matter was submitted to 
Council and Council unanimously adopt¬ 
ed the sale of the property, and so 
the time for bidding is passed. 

Mr. Aronson said he was down in 
Florida when it was advertised for 
bids, but Mr. Aronson has a business 
In Oakland and has representatives 
there in his office and because he 
did not see the notice of the sale of 
the property, that is not our fault. 
Mr. Teitelbaum made a bid and was 
the highest bidder, and I want to say 
that my word is my bond. The prop¬ 
erty was sold to Mr. Teitelbaum, and 
because Mr. Aronson was out of the 
city is no fault of ours. 

The Chair: 

When Mr. Aronson approached me I 
told him I did not have the authority 
to change the rules, and I told him 
he would have to get the unanimous 
consent of the members of Council to 
speak on the bill. 

•Mr. Weir: 

Mr. President: I had begun to make 
a motion, of course, not with the 
thought of changing my mind on the 
vote I cast in committee unless It 
would be on the basis of some fact 
that was not already brought out. I 
agree with Mr. Fagan that on the 
basis of the facts known to us, It 
would not be possible, in fairness to 
the successful bidder and in fairness 
to the City in view of the law, to 
change the vote, but I Just thought 
to make it merely on the grounds 
that 1 did not want to stop the hear¬ 
ing, because you never can tell—he 
might say something of greater Im¬ 


portance than you anticipate. 

I will move to permit him to speak. 
Of course, as you say, that would have 
to be carried unanimously. I do not 
think we should change our action. 

The Chair; 

We have a dissent from Mr. Pagan. 
Mr. Weir: 

I was not sure whether he meant it 
that way or merely an explanation, 
I agree with what Mr. Fagan has 
said. 

The Chair: 

I agree, too. As Mr. Fagan has said, 
the property was on the block for 
quite a long time, but I do not have 
the prerogative to say Mr. Aronson 
cannot speak. I am trying to conduct 
the meeting imder parliamentary pro¬ 
cedure. 

Mr. Fagan: 

Mr. President: I have no desire to 
shut off this man or anybody. This Is 
not the place. We had a meeting last 
Tuesday. I have had a lot of conver¬ 
sation with him, and Mr. Aronson has 
told me he is going to take us into 
Court. That is his prerogative. I say 
he had ample time, because this piece 
of property has been for sale for more 
than three years and up until this 
very moment he has never made a 
bid. If you want to hear him, that is 
satisfactory to me. He is going to tell 
you he is going to make a higher bid 
than Mr. TeiteLhaum. I say again, my 
word is my bond—^Teitelbaum or Aron¬ 
son or any other person to the con¬ 
trary. That Is the reason I think the 
case is closed. Whatever Mr. Aronson 
wants to say, let him say it. 

Mr. Rodgers: 

I call for a vote on the motion. I 
second the motion. 

And the motion prevailed. 

Mr. J, H. Aronson: 

Thank you members of Council for 
the right of free speech. I am here as 
a taxpayer, I am here to say that these 
advertisements wdre not proper under 
the law. The statute says there has 
to be a copy of this advertisement In 
the Legal Journal. That Is the law. 
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For some reason, in my opinion, they 
overlooked that. Whoever buys this 
property gets a bad title. Consequently 
we are prepared to offer more money. 
Mr. Pagan was not altogether right. 
We have negotiated on this property 
for more than two years. The last 
price given to us a short time ago was 
fifty thousand dollars, and Mr. Greene 
refused to take less than that. I of¬ 
fered forty thousand dollars, and with 
the suggestion, if it went at public 
sale they might get more. These two 
ads appeared in the paper when I was 
away. There are three lawyers in 
Council and I would like them to look 
into it. They did not advertise in the 
Legal Journal and it is necessary to 
have advertisements of this kind in 
the Legal Journal. 

Mr. Davis: 

When we advertise the sale of other 
properties, do we advertise them in the 
Legal Journal? 

Mr. Schifano: 

Would you read that portion of the 
Act. 

Mr. Fagan: 

While you were in Florida, was your 
office closed? 

Mr. Aronson: 

No, but they did not see that ad. 
Mr. Fag:an: 

Why didn’t they put in a bid? Did 
Mr. Greene ever send you a notice on 
that building? 

Mr. Aronson: 

I don’t remember. 

Mr. Haworth read as follows: 

‘"rhe Act of May 3,1909, provides that 
‘Hereafter in all cotmties of the Com¬ 
monwealth having more than 500,000 
inhabitants, every notice or advertise¬ 
ment required by law or rule of court, 
to be published in one or more news¬ 
papers of general circvilation * * ♦ shall 
also be published in the legal news¬ 
paper, etc.’ This is as though the 
Legislature had said, ‘In addition to 
the publication of advertisements now 
required by law or rules of court the 
advertisements shall also be published 


in the legal new;^aper.’ It does not 
affect existing laws requiring the pub¬ 
lication of legal notices. It simply adds 
an additional notice: Pittsburgh Legal 
Journal vs. Luzerne Co., 20 Pa. Super, 
Ct. 7 (1902). 

“The provisions of the statute seem 
to be equivalent to saying that when¬ 
ever any law enacted subsequent to 
May3, 1909, or any rule of court, re¬ 
quires a notice to be published in one 
or more ‘newspapers of general circu¬ 
lation’ that notice shall, also, or in 
addition thereto, be published in the 
designated ‘legal newspaper’.’’ 

Mr. Fagan: 

With reference to what? 

Mr. Aronson: 

Anything that is required to be pub¬ 
lished at all, not only the sale of 
property but anything. 

Mr. Rodgers moved 

That Bill No. 1812 be laid on 
the table, and be referred to the Law 
Department for report. I might request 
that Mr. Aronson put his brief in 
writing and submit it to you, Mr. 
President. 

Mr. Fagan; 

Mr. President; For the information 
of Mr. Aronson, these are the ads that 
were published in the Post-Gazette. 

The Cliair: 

In reference to your motion 
referring it to the Law Department, 
we have a letter addressed to Council¬ 
man Pagan from the Law Department, 
which I will ask the Clerk to read: 

“December 2, 1952. 
“Councilman Patrick Fagan 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
Dear Mr. Pagan: 

I have before me copy of letter of 
Homer R. Greene, Director of the 
Department of Lands and Buildings, 
addressed to Council under date of 
December 2, 1952. 

Mr. Greene reports that Hubert I. 
Teltelbaum submitted a bid of $41,- 
500 for certain property in the Fourth 
Ward, City of Pittsburgh, being known 
as ‘Old No. 4 Police Station and a

Comfort Station.’ According to Mr. 
Greene’s letter, bids were opened on 
November 18, 1952, in accordance with 
the advertisement, and the high bid 
was more than the minimum price. 
Mr. Teitelbaum’s bid was accompanied 
with a certified check in the sum of 
$4,500. 

J. H. Aronson then requested that 
the bidding be reopened. ’There is 
nothing in the letter to indicate that 
Mr. Aronson had any valid reason for 
asking that the bids be reopened. I 
was Informed that Mr. Aronson was 
out of town at the time that the 
advertisement appeared in the Pitts¬ 
burgh papers. 

Under these circumstances, I be¬ 
lieve there is no reason for re- 
advertlslng this property. I believe 
that the contract with Mr, Teitelbaum 
should be carried out.

Mr. Rodgers: 

Mr. President; That letter says he is 
Informed by Director Greene that ad¬ 
vertisement was made, but his atten¬ 
tion was not called specifically to the 
question that was raised by Mr. Aron¬ 
son. That is the reason Mr. Aronson 
shall specify the grounds in writing 
which could be referred to the Law 
Department for study on that point. 

Mr. Srhifaiio: 

I second the motion. 

Mr. Uflr: 

It is my belief that the law cited 
has no application to the situation 
that existed here. We are dealing with 
a property that was owned outright by 
the City of Pittsburgh. I think we 
could have sold it without any ad¬ 
vertising whatever. The advertising was 
to place us in a position to permit a 
bidder to bid. I do not feel it would 
be fair, under the circumstances, to 
hold Mr. Teitelbaum up any longer. 

I vote no.. 


Mr. Fagan: 

Mr. President: The statement made 
by Councilman Weir, who is an attor¬ 
ney, is absolutely correct. In the first 
place we held this property for sixty 
thousand dollars for a long time and 
had one bidder on it, and the bidder 
put up hand money and then was not 
able to go through with it and the 
City of Pittsburgh retained the hand 
money. This is not a Treasurer’s sale, 
it is not a Sheriff’s sale. It is a piece 
of property belonging to the City of 
Pittsburgh. The School Board and the 
County of Allegheny do not benefit in 
it. The property was up for sale for 
fifty thousand dollars and there was 
no bidder. Finally I brought the mat¬ 
ter before Council and told them we 
had that property and apparently were 
not able to dispose of it. In order to 
give everybody an opportunity to bid 
on that property we brought it down 
to forty thousand dollars. I advised 
Director Greene to advertise so any¬ 
body in the City who was Interested in 
the piece of property, could bid on it. 
It was advertised in the Post-Gazette 
and in the Sun-Telegraph and Mr. 
Teitelbaum was the successful bidder 
and as far as I am concerned the sale 
is consummated.

Mr. President and gentlemen of Coim- 
cil: W’e get our law from the Law De¬ 
partment. After the matter was in 
Council I talked to Director Greene 
and said, see that all the matters are 
cleared up, and he went to the Law 
Department, and I think you have a 
very competent lawyer, a man who has 
Just won a case before the State Su¬ 
preme Court on the mercantile tax, and 
I think Mr. McKenna is a very able, 
competent and efficient lawyer, and 
he has given his opinion on this mat¬ 
ter. The only matter that is before 
Council is the agreement of the bill 
on second reading. 

Mr. Weir: 

Mr. President: On second reading, I 
might suggest that there are avenues 
open to Mr. Aronson, if he or his 
counsel feels that a fatal legal error 
was made. I am sure that the Law 


Department will not be closed to them 
or to any statement or appeal they 
may have. They may very easily go 
there and between now and the time 
the Mayor signs this ordinance, and If 
this matter of law is clear they would 
unquestionably advise the Mayor not to 
sign it. So, they are not shut out. 

3Ir. Aronson: 

I presume everybody is trying to work 
for the City of Pittsburgh. Here was a 
property up for sixty thousand dollars, 
and all at once it was awarded for 
$41,600. Why this hurry? You check 
into this and you will find this law 
that I brought up. If you want to 
make a sale and put the City up for 
damages then go ahead, I don’t care. 
I will guarantee you will not sell th's 
property—my client will pay more 
money. 

Mr. I'tigan: 

Where did you get the idea this 
was railroaded through? This has been 
before Council for months. 

Mr. Aronson: 

Mr. Greene and I have been talking 
this matter over for a long time and 
at no time was this property offered 
for forty thousand dollars. If this prop¬ 
erty is advertised I do not say my 
client will got It. Consequently the 
City stands to benefit by it. I know 
you gentlemen are working for the 
City. 

Mr. Fagan: 

We are working for the Interests of 
the City, and don't you infer we are 
not. 

Mr. Dinan: 

Mr. President: We have the law from 
the Law Department, and we are fol¬ 
lowing the law from the Law Depart¬ 
ment. Let Mr. Aronson file his claim 
with the Law Department of the City of 
Pittsburgh. This bickering back and 
forth will get us nowhere on the bill.

AN ORDINANCE—Granting unto The 

Equitable Life Assurance Society of 
the United States the right and privi¬ 
lege to construct, maintain, and use a 
depressed roadway across Fancourt 
street, in the Second Ward, Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. 

Whereas, The City of Pittsburgh by 
agreement with the Urban Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority of Pittsburgh dated 
March 15, 1950, agreed to vacate Pan¬ 
court street, located in the Second 
Ward of the City of Pittsburgh, as a 
part of the redevelopment of Project 
Area 1-B in Redevelopment Area No. 1; 
and 

Whereas, In order to assure adequate 
facilities for vehicular and pedestrian 
traffic until Liberty avenue is relocated 
in accordance with the redevelopment 
plans, the said Fancourt street cannot 
at this time be so vacated; and 

Whereas, The Equitable Life Assur¬ 
ance Society of the United States, the 
Redeveloper of Project Area 1-B in Re¬ 
development Area No. 1, must there¬ 
fore construct a depressed roadway 
across a portion of the said Fancourt 
street to serve the garage under the 
new office buildings constructed in said 
Project Area; Now, Therefore, 

The Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh hereby enacts as follows: 

Section 1. That The Equitable Life 
Assurance Society of the United States, 
its successors or assigns (hereinafter 
called the "Grantee”) is hereby given 
the rlgnt and privilege to construct, 
maintain and use, at its own cost and 


expense, a depressed roadway across 
Fancourt street in the Second Ward, 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 

The center line of the said depressed 
roadway shall be parallel to Duquesne 
way and shall cross Fancourt street at 
a distance of 29.165 feet southwardly 
from the southerly line of Duquesne 
way. The width of the said depressed 
roadway shall be 58.33 feet and its 
length from the easterly line to the 
westerly line of Fancourt street shall 
be 60.07 feet. 

The said depressed roadway shall in¬ 
clude the construction of two reinforced 
concrete retaining walls parallel to the 
center line of the depressed roadway 
and 54.67 feet apart. The northerly re¬ 
taining wall shall support Duquesne 
way and the southerly retaining wall 
shall support the toe of an earth 
slope extending upward to the grade 
of Fancourt street. In the area at the 
said depressed roadway between the two 
retaining walls there shall be con¬ 
structed two reinforced concrete drive¬ 
ways, each 14 feet wide; two sidewalks 
of varying width, one on the outside 
, of each driveway and one mall of vary¬ 
ing width between the driveways. 

At the easterly line of Fancourt 
street the grade at the top of pave¬ 
ment adjacent to the center mall of the 
said driveways shall be 14.74 feet below 
the easterly curb grade of Fancourt 
street. From the easterly line of Pan¬ 
court street the profile of the said 
driveways shall descend westwardly on 
a 1.22% grade a distance of 12.80 feet 
to a point of vertical curvature; thence 
the profile the said driveways shall 
continue westwardly along a vertical 
curve a distance of 30 feet to a point 
of vertical tangency; thence the profile 
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of the said driveways shall ascend 
westwardly on a 7.50% grade a distance 
of 17.27 feet to the westerly line of 
Fancourt street. At the westerly line 
of Fancourt street the grade at the top 
of pavement adjacent to the center 
mall of the said driveways shall be 
12.52 feet below the westerly curb 
grade of Fancourt street. 

The said roadway shall be constructed 
in accordance with the plan Identified 
as Accession No. B-705 on file In the 
office of the Bureau of Highways and 
Sewers, Department of Public Works. 

Section 2. The Grantee, prior to the 
beginning of the construction of said 
roadway, shall submit to the Director 
of the Department of Public Works a 
complete set of plans in triplicate 
showing the location and all details for 
the construction of said roadway; said 
plans and the construction of the said 
roadway shall be subject to the ap¬ 
proval and supervision of the Director 
of the Department of Public Works. 

Section 3. The right and privilege 
herein granted shall be subject and 
subordinate to the rights of the City 
of Pittsburgh and its powers and su¬ 
pervision over City streets, and also to 
the Ordinances of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh relating thereto, and to the pro¬ 
visions of any general Ordinances 
which have been or may be hereafter 
passed relating to the construction, 
maintenance and use of depressed 
roadways on City streets and compen¬ 
sation for same. 

Section 4. The Grantee shall bear, 
until the vacation of Fancourt street, 
the full cost and expense of the repair 
of any street paving damaged, repair 
of sewers, water lines and other sur¬ 
face and sub-surface structures of the 
City of Pittsburgh which may be in any 
way damaged or disturbed by reason 
of the construction, maintenance, and 
use of the depressed roadway. All work, 
including the repaving and repairing 
of any portion of the street damaged 
shall be done in the manner and at 
such times as the said Director may 
order and be subject to his approval 
and supervision. 

Section 5. The rights and privileges 
granted by this Ordinance and the 


obligations, and liabilities imposed on 
the Grantee hereunder, shall terminate 
upon the vacation of Fancourt street, 
except for rights and privileges and 
obligations and liabilities which have 
accrued prior to the said vacation, in 
accordance with the Cooperation Agree¬ 
ment dated March 15, 1950, between 
the City of Pittsburgh and the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority of Pittsburgh. 

Section 6. The Grantee assumes all 
liability, if any, of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh arising out of the exercises by 
the Grantee of the privileges and obli¬ 
gations under this Ordinance. 

Section 7. The Grantee agrees to pro¬ 
vide, until the vacation^ of Fancourt 
street, an adequate pedestrian foot 
bridge located either on Fancourt street 
or on the adjoining property of Grantee 
to facilitate the movement of the pub¬ 
lic between Duquesne way and Pan¬ 
court street. The plans for the con¬ 
struction of said foot bridge shall be 
approved by the proper officials of the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

Section 8. The foregoing rights and 
privileges are granted subject to all the 
foregoing conditions and to the further 
condition that this Ordinance shall be¬ 
come null and void unless within thirty 
(30) days after the passage and ap¬ 
proval of the Ordinance, the Grantee 
shall file with the City Controller its 
certificate of acceptance duly executed. 

Section 9. That any Ordinance or 
part of Ordinance, conflicting with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, be and 
the same is hereby repealed so far as 
the same affects this Ordinance.

ginning at a point opposite the center 
line of Wood street and extending 
southwest (down the river) 800 feet, 
observing the uniform width of the 
water edge of 20 feet, adjoining and 
paralleling the 20 feet of puibllc rim- 
way. 

The sum of 35 cents for each auto¬ 
mobile parked for an unbroken period 
between the hours of 7:00 A. M. and 
6:00 P. M. dally. 

The sum of 35 cents for each auto¬ 


mobile parked for an unbroken period 
between the hours of 7:00 P. M. and 
12:00 midnight: when, in the opinion 
of the City Treasurer, there is suffi¬ 
cient public demand for parking be¬ 

tween the hours of 7:00 P. M. and 
12:00 midnight. 

Said parking fee shall be paid to 
employees of the Office of the City 
Treasurer stationed on said wharves 
for that purpose and distinctive checks 
shall be issued therefor. In the case of 
vehicles left for parking on the de¬ 

scribed parking area before 7:00 A. M. 
and remaining after that time said 
parking fee shall be due and payable 
at 7:00 A. M.; in the case of vehicles 
parked between the hours of 7:00 A. M. 
and 5:00 P. M., the said parking fee

laws of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, for the area underneath that 
certain block bounded by William Penn 
place, Oliver avenue, Smi’thfield street 
and Sixth avenue, in the First Ward, 
City of Pittsburgh, for the purpose of 
constructing a public parking garage. 

Whereas, The City of Pittsburgh has 
received a gift of a substantial sum of 
money for the purpose of acquiring 
the property bounded by William Penn 
place, Oliver avenue, Smlthfield street 
and Sixth avenue, for the purpose of 
building and maintaining a public park 
for the use and enjoyment of the resi¬ 
dents of the City of Pittsburgh; 

Whereas, The City has acquired title 
to several of the properties in said 
block and is engaged in negotiating 
for or condemning the other properties 
therein, so that in due course of time 
the City will own all of the land; and. 

Whereas, The Public Parking Author¬ 


ity of Pittsburgh desires to lease the 
area underneath the aforesaid property 
for a public parking garage and as 
part of the consideration for said lease 
has offered to build a public park on 
the surface of said property that will 
conform with the specifications estab¬ 
lished by the City of Pittsburgh; and. 

Whereas, The Bureau of Traffic Plan¬ 
ning of the City of Pittsburgh has 
stated that in its opinion the con¬ 
struction and maintenance of a public 
parking garage at the aforesaid location 
will alleviate the present critical traffic 
problem in the City of Pittsburgh and 
will, therefore, be highly beneficial to 
the City and its residents? 

Now, Therefore, 

The Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh hereby enacts as follows; 

Section 1. That the Mayor and the 
Director of the Department of Lands 
and Buildings, for and in behalf of 
the City of Pittsburgh, be and they 
are hereby authorized and directed to 
enter into a Lease with the Public 
Parking Authority of Pittsburgh for 
the area underneath that certain block 
bounded by William Penn place, Oliver 
avenue, Smithfield street and Sixth 
avenue, subject to the terms and con¬ 
ditions hereinafter set forth. 

Section 2. Term of Lease: The said 
Lease shall commence immediately upon 
the acquisition by the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh of all of the property in the 
aforesaid block and shall continue lor 
a period of forty (40) years unless 
sooner terminated by the City, under 
the terms of the Lease. 

Section 3. Rental: In consideration 
of the aforesaid Lease, the Public Park¬ 
ing Authority of Pittsburgh shall pay 
to the City of Pittsburgh rental as fol¬ 
lows: 

(a) One dollar ($1.00) per year for 
and during the term of the Lease. 

(b) As further consideration, the 
Public Parking Authority agrees to con¬ 
struct or effect the construction of a 
public park on the surface of said area 
in accordance with specifications set by

the City of Pittsburgh for such park, 
at no expense to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh in excess of the funds which 
will be available to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh under the aforementioned gift.

The estimated 
period of usefulness of the property 
acquired or the mprovement made for 
which these general obligation funding 
bonds are issued is hereby stated and 
determined to be twenty years from the 
date of said bonds. 

Section 2. Said bonds shall be in 
denominations of One 'Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) each, shall be dated as of 
the first day of July 1952, and shall 
be payable in twenty (20) equal in¬ 
stallments of Fifty-five Thousand Dol¬ 
lars ($55,000.00) each, one of which in¬ 
stallments shall mature on the first 
day of July in each of the years 1953 
to 1972 inclusive.

Registered bonds shall be registered 
with the City ’Treasurer, and shall be 
transferable only on the books of the 
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city Treasurer. Both registered and 
coupon bonds shall be signed by the 
Mayor, countersigned by the City Con¬ 
troller and sealed with the corporate 
seal of the City of Pittsburgh. In case 
of the absence or disability of any such 
officials, the bonds shall be signed by 
the City official authorized by law or 
by resolution of Council to act in his 
place. 

Each of said bonds shall be known 
and designated as 

FUNDING BONDS OF 1952, SERIES A. 

Section 3. That said bonds shall be 
sold by the Mayor and the City Con¬ 
troller, at not less than par and ac¬ 
crued interest, to the highest respon¬ 
sible bidder therefor after public no¬ 
tice by advertisement, as may be re¬ 
quired by law. 

Section 4. That until said bonds, 
Issued as herein provided, shall be 
fully paid, there is hereby levied and 
assessed annually upon all subjects now 
by law liable, or hereafter to be made 
liable, to assessment for taxation for 
City purposes, an annual tax, com¬ 
mencing the first year after said bonded 
debt shall have been increased or in¬ 
curred, namely the year 1953, sufficient 
to pay the interest on said bonds as 
the same shall accrue and become pay¬ 
able. and any tax thereon which by the 
terms of said bonds is assumed by the

which temporary bonds shall be in such 
denomination and amount as the Mayor 
and the City Controller may determine, 
and shall be substantially of the tenor 
of the registered bonds to be Issued 
hereunder, with appropriate omissions, 
insertions and variations as may be 
required. Each of said temporary bonds 
shall bear on its face the words: 

TEMPORARY FUNDING BOND OF 1952,

and such temporary bonds shall be ex¬ 
changeable at the office of the City 
Controller for a like principal amount 
of definitive bonds, when such defini¬ 
tive bonds are ready for delivery.

All 
work. Including the repaving and re¬ 
pairing of any damaged portion of the 
street, shall be done in the manner and 
at such times as the said Director may 
order, and shall be subject to his ap¬ 
proval and supervision. 

The initial term of the 
rights and privileges granted by this 
Ordinance shall be from the date of 
the approval hereof until February 14, 
1975 (the termination date of the Re¬ 
development Contract dated February 
14, 1950, between the Urban Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority of Pittsburgh and the 
Grantee).

The estimated 
period of usefulness of the improve¬ 
ments to be made and the property 
to be acquired with the proceeds of 
the General Obligation Bonds to be 
issued is hereby stated and determined 
to be twenty (20) years from the date 
of said bonds. 

Section ^ Said bonds shall be in 
the denomination of One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars each, shall be dated 
as of the first day of October, 1952, 
and shall be payable in twenty (20) 
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equal installments of One Hundred 
Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars each, 
one of which Installments shall ma¬ 
ture on the first day of October in 
each of the years 1953 to 1972, inclu¬ 
sive.

Section 1, That the Mayor and the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works are hereby authorized and di¬ 
rected to execute and deliver, for and 
in behalf of the City of Pittsburgh, an 
agreement with the Allegheny County 
Sanitary Authority and the United 
States of America in substantially the’ 
following form: 

This Agreement made and entered 

into this_day of -- 

1952, by and among the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, Pennsylvania, a municipal cor¬ 
poration of the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania (hereinafter called the ''City’’), 
the Allegheny County Sanitary Author¬ 
ity, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, a body 
corporate and politic of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania (hereinafter 
called the "Contractor") and the United 
States of America (hereinafter called 
the "Government”), represented by the 
Supply Oiflcer, Veterans Administration 
Hospital, Aspinwall, Pennsylvania (here¬ 
inafter called the "Contracting Offi¬ 
cer”). 
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WITNESSETH: 

Whereas, It is necessary that the 
Government procure sewage treatment 
and disposal service for the Veterans 
Administration Hospital, Asplnwall, 
Pennsylvania, as may be required; and 

Whereas, The hospital has no sewage 
treatment facilities but discharges its 
sewage, by agreement with the Borough 
of Asplnwall, into the Aspinwall sewer¬ 
age system, and there through into the 
Allegheny River above Pittsburgh; and 

Whereas, The Government desires to 
have the sewage of the hospital treated 
and disposed of in such manner as 
will satisfy the requirements of the 
State Board, and has decided that it 
would be more advantageous to receive 
sewage service from the Contractor than 
to build and operate a sewage treat¬ 
ment plant for the hospital; and 

Whereas, The Contractor or its suc¬ 
cessor will be in a position to furnish 
the required service when the Sewage 
Disposal System now being designed 
by the Contractor is constructed and 
put into operation; and 

Whereas, The Government is willing 
to compensate the Contractor for pro¬ 
viding the required service. 

NOW, THEREFORE, THE PARTIES 
AGREE AS FOLLOWS: 

Article 1—METERS. The Government 
will provide for the water meters or 
other water-measuring devices necessary 
to measure the flow of water on or in 
Government property which water will 
be disposed into the Contractor’s inter¬ 
ceptor sewer when it becomes waste, 
and said meters or measuring devices 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
Contractor. The Government shall per¬ 
mit the Contractor or its designate to 
read the meters or measuring devices 
periodically. If, for any reason, the 
Contractor shall not obtain such water 
quantity data for any billing period, 
it shall have the right to estimate the 
same and to use such estimated quan¬ 
tity in computing its charges. 

Article 2—SERVICE. The Contractor 
shall furnish collection, treatment and 


disposal service for all sewage originat¬ 
ing within the boundaries of the Gov¬ 
ernment property in any present and 
foreseeable future quantities and will 
accept such sewage into its Interceptor 
sewers, transport such sewage and waste 
to its treatment plant and provide such 
treatment and disposal thereof as may 
be required by law, provided, however, 
the Contractor shall have the right to 
refuse to accept for treatment and dis¬ 
posal the sewage of any future plant 
or building, if, in the judgment of the 
Contractor, the quantity of such addi¬ 
tional sewage would overload its inter¬ 
ceptor sewer, provided further, that 
the Contractor may refuse to accept 
any wastes (i. e., specified oils, acids, 
toxic wastes, etc.) which in its opinion 
may be harmful to its sewage facilities 
or may interfere with the sewage treat¬ 
ment processes at its plant. The Con¬ 
tractor will notify the Government in 
writing of any unacceptable wastes from 
time to time and upon such notifica¬ 
tion the Government will pre-treat such 
wastes before disposing into the Con¬ 
tractor’s interceptor sewer. The pre¬ 
treatment process shall be subject to 
approval by the Contractor. Such wastes 
as are not amenable to satisfactory pre¬ 
treatment, in the opinion of the Con¬ 
tractor, shall be excluded. 

Article 3—DELIVERY. The point of 
delivery of service will be at the Con¬ 
tractor’s interceptor sewer where said 
sewer connects with the Borough of 
Asplnwall, Pennsylvania, sewer line. 

Article 4—RATES. TTie rates for sew¬ 
age treatment and disposal service shall 
be uniform for all customers within 
the original service area and shall be 
so calculated as to yield sufficient reve¬ 
nue to pay the Contractor’s current 
operating expenses and debt require¬ 
ments. It is estimated that at present 
levels of construction cost and bond 
interest, the initial rates, which will 
be based on the quantity of water 
measured through the meters cited in 
Article 1, above, will be in accordance 
with the following schedule: 

Charge per 1,000 gal. 

For the first 100,000 gallons of 
water used per quarter year—..20c 
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For the next 1,000,000 gallons of 

water used per quarter year_16c 

For the next 2,250,000 gallons of 

water used per quarter year_12c 

For all over 3,350,000 gallons of 
water used per quarter year_8c 

Article 5—CHANGES IN RATES. The 
rates in Article 4, above, shall not be 
In excess of those charged the general 
public for similar service and shall be 
subject to any changes duly made in 
accordance with law during the period 
of this contract. 

Article 6 —PERIOD OF CONTRACT. 
The period of time covered by this 
contract shall be from the date of 
acceptance thereof, and shall continue 
thereafter until further notice, subject 
to the availability of appropriations. 

Article 7 —PAYMENT. The Govern¬ 
ment will be billed monthly, quarterly, 
semi-annually or annually, at the op¬ 
tion of the Contractor. Payment for 
services shall be from the date of the 
first sewage treatment and disposal 
service and shall be made after service 
has been rendered upon submission of 
properly prepared vouchers by the Con¬ 
tractor. 

Article 8 — DEFINITIONS, (a) “Con¬ 
tracting Officer’’ refers to the Supply 
Officer of the Veterans Admlnisration 
Hospital, Aspinwall, Pennsylvania, or 
his duly appointed successors and their 
authorized representatives and any 
other duly authorized representatives 
of the Administrator of Veterans Af¬ 
fairs. 

(b) “Contractor’’ refers to the Alle¬ 
gheny County Sanitary Authority, Pitts¬ 
burgh, Pennsylvania, or its successors, 
whether it be the City, or any other 
lawful instrumentality designated by 
the City. 

Article 9 —• NON-DISCRIMINA'TION 
CLAUSE. The Contractor agrees that 
In performing this contract, he will 
not discriminate against any employe 
or applicant for employment because 
of race, creed, color or national origin, 
and that he will Include a similar pro¬ 
vision In all of his subcontracts. 

Article 10 —OFFICIALS NOT TO 
BENEFIT. No member of or delegate to 


Congress or resident commissioner shall 
be admitted to any share or part of 
this contract or to any benefit that 
may arise therefrom, but this provision 
shall not be construed to extend to 
this contract if made with a corpora¬ 
tion lor its general benefit. 

Article 11—'TAXES: (a) Rates for 
sewage treatment and disposal service 
are exclusive of any sales or use tax 
imposed by state, or by any duly con¬ 
stituted taxing authority therein hav¬ 
ing Jurisdiction to impose such a tax 
on the articles named in this agree¬ 
ment, the United States not being li¬ 
able for payment of such tax (Public 
No. 819—76th Congress, approved Oc¬ 
tober 9, 1940). 

(b) Rates include any applicable 
Federal Excise Taxes, as the United 
States is not exempt from payment of 
such taxes. 

Article 12 —SUCCESSOR TO CON¬ 
TRACTOR. It is understood that under 
the agreement of August 1, 1949, be¬ 
tween the Contractor and the City for 
the design of the Sewage Disposal 
System, the City will designate the 
agency which will construct and op¬ 
erate the 'Sewage Disposal System, and 
that such agency may be the Contrac¬ 
tor, the City Itself or any other law¬ 
ful instrumentality. The City agrees 
that the agency so designated, if other 
than the Contractor, will be bound to 
obligations of the Contractor under 
this contract, and will notify the Gov¬ 
ernment in writing of such designated 
agency; the Government hereby con¬ 
sents to be bound by this contract as 
if such designated agency were the 
Contractor. 

Article 13 — TERMINATION. This

AGREEMENT 

This Agreement, dated for convenience 
of reference as of the first day of 
March 1952, by and among 

CITY OP PITTSBURGH 

(hereinafter sometimes called the 
"City”), a municipal corporation of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania lo¬ 
cated within the County of Allegheny. 

ALLEGHENY COUNTY SANITARY 
AUTHORITY 

(hereinafter sometimes called the 
"Sanitary Authority”), a body corpor¬ 
ate and politic of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania duly created and exist¬ 
ing under the provisions of the Munl- 
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clpallty Authorities Act of 1945, as 
amended, and 

COMMONWEALTH OP PENNSYLVANIA 

(hereinafter sometimes called the 
"Commonwealth”), acting through the 
Department of Welfare, 

WITNESSETH : 

Whereas, The Sanitary Water Board 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
(hereinafter sometimes called the 
"State Board”), has ordered the City 
and numerous adjacent municipalities 
to cease discharging untreated sewage 
Into the streams of the Commonr/ealth 
and to provide suitable sewage treat¬ 
ment facilities; and 

Whereas, In compliance with such 
order, the City entered into an agree¬ 
ment with the Sanitary Authority for 
the preparation by the Sanitary Au¬ 
thority of construction plans and 
specifications for a Sewage Disposal 
System to serve the City and numer¬ 
ous adjacent municipalities; and 

Whereas, In compliance with similar 
orders some sixty municipalities adja¬ 
cent to the City have entered Into 
separate, substantially identical tri¬ 
party agreements with the City and 
the Sanitary Authority for obtaining 
sewage disposal service from the said 
Sewage Disposal System (of which 
agreements a typical sample, herein¬ 
after called the “Municipal Agreement," 
haa been furnished to the Common¬ 
wealth); and 

Whereas, The Commonwealth, through 
its Department of Welfare, owns, main¬ 
tains and operates in Scott Township, 
Allegheny County, a hospital known as 
the Woodvllle State Hospital (herein¬ 
after sometimes referred to as "Wood- 
vllle”) which Is located within the 
service area of the Sanitary Authority’s 
projected Sewage Disposal System; and 

Whereas, The Commonwealth de¬ 
sires to have the sewage of Woodvllle 
treated and disposed of in such man¬ 
ner as will satisfy the requirements 
of the State Board, and has decided 
that it would be more advantageous to 
receive sewage disposal service from the 
Sanitary Authority than to build and 


operate a sewage treatment and dis¬ 
posal plant for Woodvllle. 

Now, Therefore, It Is Agreed: 

1. The Commonwealth hereby desig¬ 
nates, engages and appoints the 
Sewage Agency, as hereinafter defined, 
to be the sole and exclusive agency, 
during the entire life of this Agree¬ 
ment, to provide sewage collection, 
treatment and disposal service (sub¬ 
ject to the conditions hereinafter con¬ 
tained) to Woodvllle and to additions 
thereto and replacements thereof on 
the same site or on land adjacent 
thereto, all of which are hereinafter 
referred to as “the premises covered 
by this Agreement.” The Commonwealth 
agrees that during such period it will 
not itself provide such treatment and 
disposal service, except for the pre¬ 
treatment of such wastes as shall re¬ 
quire pre-treatment and except for 
the treatment and disposal of wastes 
and materials which must be ex¬ 
cluded from the Sewage Disposal Sys¬ 
tem. 

As used in this Agreement the term 
“Sewage Agency’’ shall mean the 
agency designated by the City, under 
its agreement of August 1, 1949 with 
Sanitary Authority (of which agree¬ 
ment a copy has been furnished to 
the Commonwealth), to construct and 
operate the Sewage Disposal System. 
The Commonwealth understands and 
agrees that the agency so designated 
by the City—^whether It be the City 
Itself, the Sanitary Authority, an au¬ 
thority to be organized for such pur¬ 
pose by the City, or any other lawful 
agency—shall have the rights given 
to the Sewage Agency by this Agree¬ 
ment. The Agency so designated shall 
be subject to the obligations imposed 
by this Agreement upon the Sewage 
Agency. If the agency so designated Is 
neither the City nor the Sanitary Au¬ 
thority it shall acquire the rights and 
become subject to the obligations of 
the Sewage Agency hereunder merely 
by formal acceptance of this Agree¬ 
ment, and the Commonwealth hereby 
consents to be bound thereby, 

2. In preparing the detailed plans 
and specifications for the Sewage Dis¬ 
posal System the Sanitary Authority 
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will provide adequate capacity in the 
interceptor sewers and in the treat¬ 
ment and disposal plant to accommo¬ 
date the present and foreseeable future 
quantities of sewage and acceptable 
wastes of Woodville, the anticipated 
capacity of which is 3,500 patients and 
600 employees. 

Subject to the provisions of Para¬ 
graph 4 of this Agreement the Sewage 
Agency will, upon completion of the 
Sewage Disposal System and during the 
remainder of the term of this Agree¬ 
ment, accept into its interceptor sewer 
all the sewage and acceptable wastes, 
present and future, of the premises 
covered by this Agreement, transport 
such sewage and wastes to its treat¬ 
ment plant, and provide such treat¬ 
ment and disposal thereof as may be 
required by law. 

3. For the collection, treatment and 
disposal service provided by the Sewage 
Agency after the Sewage Disposal Sys¬ 
tem has been completed and put in 
operation, the Commonwealth covenants 
to pay promptly to the Sewage Agency 
the Sewage Agency’s established sewage 
service charges. Such charges shall be 
based upon the quantity of water, 
from whatever source, used in or on 
the premises covered by this Agree¬ 
ment (less quantity credits for water, 
separately metered, which does not 
enter a sewer connected with the 
Sewage Disposal System), in accordance 
with a uniform schedule of charges 
applicable throughout the service area 
of the Sewage Disposal System, and 
billed quarterly. 

It shall be the obligation of the 
Commonwealth to install and maintain 
in good operating condition water 
meters or other water-measuring de¬ 
vices approved by the Sewage Agency, 
and the Commonwealth shall permit 
the Sewage Agency or its designee to 
read such meters or other measuring 
devices periodically. If for any reason 
the Sewage Agency shall not obtain 
such water quantity data for any 
billing period, it shall have the right 
to estimate the same and to use such 
estimated quantity in computing its 
charges, the quantity thus billed to 
be adjusted in the first period follow¬ 


ing in which actual meter readings 
are available. 

4. The Sewage Agency shall have 
the right to designate a list of un¬ 
acceptable wastes (e.g., specified oils, 
acids, toxic wastes, etc.) which in its 
opinion may be harmful to its sewers, 
pumping stations or other structures 
or may interfere with the sewage 
treatment processes at its plant, and. 
to change such list from time to 
time. The Commonwealth shall receive 
due notice of such unacceptable wastes, 
such notice to be given in writing to 
the Superintendent of Woodville and 
to the Commonwealth’s Secretary of 
Welfare. The Commonwealth agrees to 
so operate its plants, buildings and 
premises, and to provide and properly 
operate such pre-treatment or other 
facilities to be specified and approved 
by the Sanitary Authority or by the 
Sewage Agency, subject to the approval 
of the State Board, as will assure the 
exclusion of all such unacceptable 
wastes from all sewers connected di¬ 
rectly or indirectly with the Sewage 
Disposal System. 

5. The Sewage Agency’s Interceptor 
sewers will he constructed approxi¬ 
mately where shown on the map mark¬ 
ed Exhibit “A” attached to this Agree¬ 
ment. In accordance with the policy 
set forth in Paragraph 7 of the Muni¬ 
cipal Agreement, it shall be the obli¬ 
gation of the Commonwealth to bring 
the sewage and wastes of the premises 
covered by this Agreement to suitable 
points of connection with the Sewage 
Agency’s interceptor sewer. Provision 
will be made, in the plans and speci¬ 
fications to be prepared by the Sani¬ 
tary Authority, for only a single con¬ 
nection with the existing sewerage sys¬ 
tem of Woodville. As soon as such 
point of connection is determined, the 
Sanitary Authority will notify the 
Commonwealth, and it shall be the 
obligation of the Commonwealth to 
construct the necessary collecting sewers 
to bring all its sewage and wastes to 
such point, where connection with the 
Sewage Agency’s interceptor sewer will 
be made without cost to the Common¬ 
wealth. All outfall sewers constructed 
after the completion of the Sewage 
Disposal System shall be brought by 
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the Commonwealth to points designated 
by the Sewage Agency, where connec¬ 
tions will he made hy the Sewage 
Agency at the expense of the Common¬ 
wealth. 

6. This Agreement shall become ef¬ 
fective immediately, and shall remain 
in full force and effect until the date 
of expiration, of forty (40) years from 
date of issue of the original revenue 
bonds of the Sewage Agency issued to 
construct the Sewage Disposal System.

(c) Pile with the Bureau of Building 
Inspection, a surety bond in 
amount of $500.00 to guarantee 
compliance with tthe terms and 
conditions of the Building Code 
of the City of Pittsburgh. 

(d) Pay a license fee of $25.00 for 
the first year or portion thereof, 
which license shall expire Decem¬ 
ber 31, end pay a renewal fee of 
$10.00 for each year thereafter.

Whereas, The Urban Redevelopment 
Authority of Pittsburgh (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the “Authority”) has se¬ 
cured a private redeveloper, Jones and 
Laughlln Steel Corporation (hereinafter 
referred to as the “Redeveloper”) for 
the redevelopment of Redevelopment 
Areas No. 4 and No. 5 in the Fifteenth, 
Ward of the City of Pittsburgh, which 
areas have been certified to the Au¬ 
thority as subject to redevelopment in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
Urban Redevelopment Law; and 

Whereas, By Ordinance No. .. 

of 1952, the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh has approved the Proposal 
for the redevelopment of Redevelop¬ 
ment Area No. 4 and the partial re¬ 
development of Redevelopment Area No. 

5 in the Fifteenth Ward of the City of 
Pittsburgh; and 

Whereas, The City of Pittsburgh is 
empowered, by the terms of the Re¬ 
development Cooperation Law, Act of 
May 24, 1945, P. L. 982, to vacate 

streets, sell and convey Its property 
and to do any end all things necessary 
or convenient to aid and cooperate in 
a redevelopment undertaking by the 
Authority; and 

Whereas, In furtherance of the re¬ 
development of the areas above referred 
to, it becomes necessary to vacate cer¬ 
tain streets and alleys and to readjust 
and relocate existing municipal fa¬ 
cilities. 

The Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh hereby enacts as follows: 

Section 1. That, subject to the pro¬ 
visions of Section 2 of this Ordinance, 
the Mayor and the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works be, and 
hereby they are, authorized and di¬ 
rected to enter into a Cooperation Con¬ 
tract, in a form to be approved by the 
City Solicitor, for and on behalf of the 
City of Pittsburgh with the Urban Re¬ 
development Authority of Pittsburgh 
containing in substance the following 
terms: 

A. The City of Pittsburgh agree?. 
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for the considerations to he received by 
the City as hereinafter set forth: 

(1) To vacate, without cost to the 
Authority or Redeveloper, except as 
hereinafter provided, and without the 
assessment of benefits against the Au¬ 
thority or Redeveloper, all streets and 
alleys. In whole or in part, shown to 
be vacated on the Plans contained as 
Exhibits I-A and I-B to the Redevelop¬ 
ment Contract, which Contract was a 
part of the Proposal approved by 
Council as hereinbefore mentioned; pro¬ 
vided, however, that the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh may require the said vacations 
to be subject to any or all of the fol¬ 
lowing conditions: 

(a) That the Redeveloper and the 
Authority claim no damages from the 
City by reason of such vacation of 
streets and alleys. 

(b) That the Redeveloper and the 
Authority waive any claims for dam¬ 
ages by reason of the abandonment 
of water and/or sewer lines on said 
vacated streets. 

(c) A reservation of the right and 
privilege to enter upon the land with¬ 
in the lines of said vacated street for 
the purpose of Inspection, mainte¬ 
nance, repair, construction or recon¬ 
struction of the existing City sewer 
or water lines. 

(d) The payment by the Redevelop¬ 
er of the vacating ordinance adver¬ 
tising costs. 

(e) The obtaining of consents and 
waivers from the abutting property 
owners or the agreement by the Re¬ 
developer and/or the Authority to in¬ 
demnify the City against claims of 
abutting property owners. 

(f) That the Redeveloper shall re¬ 
move in a careful manner all sewer 
and water box castings and fire hy¬ 
drants belonging to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and shall deliver the same to 
the nearest City yard designated by 
the Director of Public Works of the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

^g) That the Redeveloper agrees to 
close the vehicular access to the va¬ 
cated streets intersecting Tecumseh 


street by the construction of curbing 
and sidewalks along Tecumseh street 
across the vacated streets, to provide 
adequate drainage facilities, and to 
cut and plug the water lines where 
said lines are abandoned and restore 
the street pavement. All of the said 
work Is to be performed to the satis¬ 
faction of the Director of Public 
Works of the City of Pittsburgh. 

(h) That where a sewer Is to re¬ 
main in operation after the vacation 
of the street, the Redeveloper agrees 
to protect the sewer from being 
damaged If buildings or other struc¬ 
tures are constructed or raw material 
stored above it or adjacent to It and 
the Redeveloper shall assume any 
and all liability, and shall save the 
City harmless from and against all 
damages to persons or property 
caused by and arising out of the 
erection of structures, installation of 
facilities, and use thereof or storage 
of raw materials adjacent to and 
over the existing City sewer when 
and if the said sewer is damaged. 

(i). That no buildings or struc¬ 
tures shall be erected upon, or raw 
material stored upon any existing 
water line or lines maintained In ac¬ 
tive service by the City of Pittsburgh 
along Second avenue. The Redeveloper 
shall protect the said water line or 
lines from being damaged by any 
construction done or raw material 
stored adjacent to or within the 
vicinity of the said lines and agrees 
to save the City of Pittsburgh harm¬ 
less from any damages arising there¬ 
from. 

The time of vacation is to be decided 
by agreement between the Redeveloper, 
the Authority and the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

(2) To convey to the Authority, if 
necessary, all right, title, and Interest 
w'hlch the City has in said streets and 
alleys so vacated. 

(3) To grant the Redeveloper the 
right and . authority, without expense 
to the City of Pittsburgh, to locate, re¬ 
locate, construct, reconstruct and pro¬ 
tect the public sewers and water lines 
within the Redevelopment Areas or ad- 
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Jacent thereto to the extent made 
necessary by the construction to be 
undertaken now or in the future by 
the Redeveloper or by the vacation of 
the streets and ways required hereby. 
Said location, relocation, construction, 
reconstruction and protection shall be 
subject to the approval of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works of the City of 
Pittsburgh and all work done in con¬ 
nection therewith shall be under the 
supervision of and to the satisfaction 
of the Director of the Department of 
Public Works o fthe City of Pittsburgh. 

(4) To adopt such ordinance, to exe¬ 
cute such agreements, and to do such 
other acts as may be necessary to carry 
into effect the terms of the said con¬ 
tract. 

B. The Authority agrees: 

(1) To enter into a Redevelopment 
Contract whereby the Redeveloper will 
Indemnify and save harmless the City 
or the Authority from any claims, de¬ 
mands, or causes of action whatsoever, 
if any, arising by reason of the neces¬ 
sity for the location, relocation, con¬ 
struction and reconstruction of facili¬ 
ties maintained by public utility com¬ 
panies within the Contract Redevelop¬ 
ment Areas and without said areas to 
the extent made necessary by either 
the construction to be undertaken by 
the Redeveloper in the Contract Re¬ 
development Areas or in the vacation 
of the streets and alleys in said areas, 
provided, however, that this undertak¬ 
ing shall not be construed so as to en¬ 
large any rights of said utility com¬ 
panies. 

(2) To pay to the City Treasurer the 
Slim of $100,000 on the date of the 
execution of the Cooperation Contract. 

Section 2. That the Cooperation Con¬ 
tract described in Section 1 above shall 
not be executed on behalf of the City 
of Pittsburgh xmtil after the Rede¬ 
veloper shall have executed the rede¬ 
velopment contract and shall have de¬ 
livered the same to the Authority for 
execution.

A N ORDINANCE—T>rohibiting discrim¬ 
ination in employment because of 
race, color, religion, ancestry, national 
origin or place of birth by employers, 
employment agencies, labor organiza¬ 
tions and others; establishing a Fair 
Employment Practices Commission in 
the Division of Civic Unity; prescrib¬ 
ing the duties and powers of the Com¬ 
mission; and providing penalties. 

The Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh hereby enacts as follows: 


Section 1. FINDINGS OP PACT: 

(a) That discrimination in public 
and private employment because 
race, color, religion, ancestry, national 
origin or place of birth is contrary to 
democratic principles and creates un¬ 
rest and tensions between groups thus 
fomenting strife, disturbances and dis¬ 
orders which substantially and adverse¬ 
ly affect the good order and general 
welfare of this City. 

(b) Such job discrimination, with 
consequent arbitrary denial of Job op¬ 
portunities, unjustly condemns large 
groups of inhabitants of this City to 
depressed living conditions which breed 
crime and vice. Juvenile delinquency 
and disease, thereby causing great In¬ 
jury to the public safety, public health 
and general welfare of this City, re¬ 
ducing its productive capacity and 
hampering its progress. 

(c) The harmful effects produced 
by such Job discrimination also tend 
to reduce the public revenues and to 
impose substantial financial burdens 
upon the public for the relief and 
amelioration of the conditions so cre¬ 
ated. 

(d) Experience in other large cities 
has proved that legislation prohibit¬ 
ing such Job discrimination removes 
some of the sources of strife, poverty, 
crime and disease and directly pro¬ 
motes public welfare and good gov¬ 
ernment. 

Section 2. DECLARATION OP POL¬ 
ICY: 

It is hereby declared to be the policy 
of this City in the .exercise of its 
police power for the protection of the 
public safety, public health and gen¬ 
eral welfare, for the maintenance of 
peace and good government, and for 
the fpromotion of the City’s trade, com¬ 
merce and manufactures to preserve 
and protect the right to employment 
within the City free from discrimina¬ 
tion because of race, color, religion, 
ancestry, national origin or place of 
birth, and to that end to prohibit un¬ 
lawful employment practices. 

Section 3. SCOPE OF THE ORDI¬ 
NANCE: 
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This ordinance applies to employ¬ 
ment practices within the territorial 
limits of this City and to employment 
performed or to be performed within 
the territorial limits of this City. 

Section 4. DEFINITIONS: 

As used in this ordinance, unless a 
different meaning clearly appears from 
the context: 

(a) The term “person” includes any 
Individual, partnership, corporation, 
labor organization or other association, 
including those acting In a fiduciary 
or representative capacity whether ap¬ 
pointed by a court or otherwise. The 
term “person” as applied to partner¬ 
ships, labor organizations or other 
associations includes their members 
and as applied to corporations includes 
their officers. 

(b) The term “employer” includes 
the City of Pittsburgh and any gov¬ 
ernmental agency as to which it may 
legislate, and every person who em¬ 
ploys more than five (5) employees 
exclusive of parents, spouse or chil¬ 
dren of such person, but it does not 
Include fraternal, sectarian, charitable 
or religious organnlzatlons which are 
not supported in whole or in part by 
any governmental aipypropriations. 

(c) The term “labor organization” 
includes any organization which exists 
for the purpose in whole or in part of 
collective bargaining or of dealing with 
employers concerning grievances, terms 
or conditions of employment or of 
other mutual aid or protection In re¬ 
lation to employment. 

(d) The term "employment agency” 
Includes every person who regularly 
undertakes in this City, with or with¬ 
out compensation, to procure oppor¬ 
tunities for employment or to procure, 
recruit, refer or place employees. 

(e) The term “employment” does 
not apply to the employment of in¬ 
dividuals to serve as domestic servants 
or in particular occupations or pcsi- 
tlons which the Commission certifies 
to be exempt from the provisions of 
this ordln.mce in accordance with sub- 
aection (c) of Section 8 of this or¬ 
dinance. 


(f) The terms “discriminate” or 
“discrimination” Include segregation, 
classification or any other limitation 
upon an Indvldual's Job opportunt'.e:i, 
conditions of employment or member¬ 
ship in a labor organization. 

(g) The term “Commission” means 
the Pair Employment Practices Com¬ 
mission established in the Division of 
Civic Unity by this ordinance. 

Secton 5. UNLAWFUL EMPLOYMENT 
PRACTICES: 

It shall be an unlawful employment 
practice, except where based upon ap¬ 
plicable national security regulations 
established by the United States, by 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, or 
by any political subdivision of the 
Commonwealth having jurisdiction in 
the City of Pittsburgh, or except where 
based upon a bona fide occupational 
qualification certified toy the Commis¬ 
sion to be an occupation or position 
which reasonably requires the employ¬ 
ment of a person or persons of a par¬ 
ticular race, color or religion, in ac¬ 
cordance with subsection (c) of Sec¬ 
tion 8 of this ordinance: 

(a) For any employer to refuse to 
hire any individual or to otherwise 
discriminate against any Individual 
with respect to hiring, tenure, com¬ 
pensation, promotion, discharge or any 
other terms, conditions or privileges 
directly or indirectly related to em¬ 
ployment because of race, color, re¬ 
ligion, ancestry, national origin or 
place of birth. 

(b) For any employer, employment 

agency or labor organization to estab¬ 
lish, announce or follow a policy of 
denying or limiting, through a quota 
system or otherwise, the employment 

or membership opportunities of any 
group or individual because of race, 
color, religion, ancestry, national origin 
or place of birth. 

(c) For any employer, employment 

agency or labor organization to require 

of any applicant for employment or 
membership an;y information concern¬ 
ing race, color, religion, ancestry, na¬ 
tional origin or place of birth. 

(d) Por any employer, employment 
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agency or labor organization to cause 
to be published or circulated any no¬ 
tice or advertisement relating to em¬ 
ployment or membership which indi¬ 
cates any discrimination because of 
race, color, religion, ancestry, national 
origin or place of birth. 

(e) For any employment agency to 
fail or refuse to classify properly or 
refer for employment or to otherwise 
discriminate against any individual be¬ 
cause of race, color, religion, ancestry, 
national origin or place of birth. 

(f) For any employer substantially 
to confine or limit recruitment or 
hiring of individuals, with intent to 
circumvent the spirit and purpose of 
this ordinance, to any employment 
agency, employment service, labor or¬ 
ganization, training school, training 
center or any other employee-referring 
source which serves individuals who 
are predominantly of the same race, 
color, religion, ancestry, national origin 
or place of birth. 

(g) For any labor organization to 
discriminate against any individual in 
any way which would deprive or limit 
his employment opportunities or other¬ 
wise adversely affect his status as an 
applicant for employment or as an 
employee with regard to tenure, com¬ 
pensation, promotion, discharge or any 
other terms, conditions or privileges di¬ 
rectly or indirectly related to employ¬ 
ment because of race, color, religion, 
ancestry, national origin or place of 
birth. 

(h) For any employer, employment 
agency or labor organization to dis¬ 
criminate against any individual be¬ 
cause he has opposed any practice for¬ 
bidden by this ordinance or because he 
has made a complaint or testified or 
assisted in any manner in any inves¬ 
tigation or proceeding under this or¬ 
dinance. 

(i) For any person, whether or not 
an employer, employment agency or la¬ 
bor organization, to aid, incite, compel, 
coerce or participate in the doing of 
any act declared to be an unlawful 
employment practice by this ordinance, 
or to obstruct or prevent any person 
from enforcing or complying, with the 


provisions of this ordinance or any 
rule, regulation or order of the Com¬ 
mission, or to attempt directly or in¬ 
directly to commit any act declared by 
this ordinance to be an unlawful em¬ 
ployment practice. 

(j) If the provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance are not otherwise violated, it 
shall not be an unlawful employment 
practice for any employer to select for 
employment any person who possesses 
qualifications, training or experience 
which best adapt him for the em¬ 
ployer’s business or profession. 

Section 6. PERSONS ENTERING INTO 
CONTRACTS WITH THIS CITY; 

The City of Pittsburgh and all of its 
contracting agencies shall include In all 
contracts hereafter negotiated a pro¬ 
vision obligating the contractor to com¬ 
ply with this ordinance in connection 
with any work to be performed in this 
City and requiring the contractor to 
include a similar provision in all sub¬ 
contracts for work to be performed in 
this City. 

Section 7. PAIR EMPLOYMENT PRAC¬ 
TICES COMMISSION: 

(a) There is hereby established a 
Fair Employment Practices Commission 
in the Division of Civic Unity to carry 
out the provision of this ordinance. 

(b) The Commission shall consist of 
five (5) members to be appointed oy 
the Mayor. In order to provide for 
continuity of service, the terms of the 
members first appointed shall be as 
follows: 

Two (2) members to serve for two 

(2) years, 

Two (2) members to serve for three 

(3) years. 

One (1) member to serve for four 

(4) years. 

Thereafter the term of service shall be 
for four (4) years. Each member of 
the Commission shall continue to serve 
after his term until his successor has 
been appointed and has qualified. The 
Commission shall elect one of its mem¬ 
bers as Chairman. Three (3) members 
of the Commission shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business 
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and a majority vote of those present 
at any meeting shall be sufficient for 
any official action taken by the Com¬ 
mission. 

(c) All members appointed to the 
Commission shall also be members ex 
officio of the Civic Unity Council for 
the duration of. their terms of service 
on the Commission. 

(d) The members of the Commission 
shall serve without compensation, but 
they may be reimbursed for all ex¬ 
penses necessarily incurred in accord¬ 
ance with appropriations made by City 
Council. 

(e) The Mayor shall appoint an ad¬ 
ministrator and such other personnel 
as may be authorized by City Council 
to carry out the provisions of this or¬ 
dinance. The personnel so appointed 
shall augment the staff of the Division 
of Civic Unity, and the facilities of the 
Division of Civic Unity shall be avail¬ 
able to the Commission. In proposing 
a budget for the operation of the fair 
employment practices program and in 
selecting the administrator and other 
personnel authorized by City Council 
to carry out the provision of this or¬ 
dinance, the Mayor shall take into con¬ 
sideration the recommendations of the 
Commission. 

Section 8. DUTIES OF THE COMMIS¬ 
SION: 

It shall be the duty of the Commis¬ 
sion to: 

(a) Initiate or receive and investi¬ 
gate complaints charging unlawful em¬ 
ployment practices; 

(b) Seek conciliation of complaints, 
hold hearings, make findings of fact, 
issue orders and publish its findings 
of fact and orders in accordance with 
the provisions of this ordinance; 

(c) Certify upon the request of any 
person that a particular occupation or 
position is exempt from the provisions 
of this ordinance if the Commission 
finds that the occupation or position 
reasonably requires the employment of 
a person or persona of a particular 
race, color or religion, and that such 
certification Is not sought as a means 


I of circumventing the spirit and pur¬ 
pose of this ordinance, the burden of 
proving the facts required for such a 
finding to be in each Instance upon 
the person requesting the certification 
of exemption from the provisions of 
this ordinance; 

(d) Render from time to time but 
not less than once a year a written re¬ 
port of its activities and recommenda¬ 
tions to the Mayor and to City Council; 

(e) Formulate and carry out a com¬ 
prehensive educational program designed 
to prevent and eliminate discrimination 
because of race, color, religion, an- 
cestory, national origin or place of 
birth: 

(f) Adopt such rules and reglua- 
tions as may be necessary to carry out 
the purposes and provisions of this 
ordinance. 

Section 9. PROCEDURE: 

(a) A complaint charging that any 
person has engaged or is engaging in. 
any unlawful employment practice may 
be made by the Commission Itself, by 
any aggrieved individual, or by an 
organization which has as one of Its 
purposes the combating of discrimina¬ 
tion or the promotion of equal em¬ 
ployment opportunities. A complaint 
must be filed with the Commission 
within sixty (60) days after the alleged 
unlawful employment practice. 

(b) The Commission shall make a 
prompt and full investigation of each 
complaint of an unlawful emplojrment 
practice. 

(c) If the Commission determines 
after investigation that probable cause 
exists for the allegations made In the 
complaint, it shall attempt to elim¬ 
inate the unlawful employment prac¬ 
tice charged In the complaint by means 
of conciliation and persuasion. The 
Commission shall not make public the 
details of any conciliation proceedings, 
but it may publish the terms of con¬ 
ciliation when a complaint has been 
satisfactorily adjusted. 

(d) In case of failure to eliminate 
the unlawful employment practice 
charged In the complaint by means of 





conciliation or persuasion, the Commis¬ 
sion shall hold a public hearing to de¬ 
termine whether or not an unlawful 
employment practice has been com¬ 
mitted. The Commission shall serve 
upon the person charged with having 
engaged or engaging in the unlawful 
employment practice, hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the respondent, a state¬ 
ment of the charges made in the com¬ 
plaint and a notice of the time and 
place of the hearing. The hearing shall 
be held not less than ten (10) days 
after the service of the statement of 
charges. The respondent shall have the 
right to file an answer to the statement 
of charges, to appear at the hearing in 
person or to be represented by an at¬ 
torney or any other person, and to 
examine and cross-examine witnesses. 

(e) If upon all evidence presented 
the Commission find that the person 
charged in the complaint has not en¬ 
gaged or is not engaging in any un¬ 
lawful employment practice, it shall 
state its findings of fact and dismiss 
the complaint. If upon all the evidence 
presented the Commission finds that 
the respondent has engaged or is en¬ 
gaging in an unlawful employment 
practice, it shall state its findings of 
fact and shall issue such order as the 
facts warrant. 

(f) In the event the respondent 
fails to comply with any order issued 
by the Commission, the Commission 
shall certify the case and the entire 
record of its proceedings to the City 
Socilitor for appropriate action to se¬ 
cure enforcement of the Commission’s 
order. 

(g) If the Commission finds that 
any officer or employee of this City, 
or any contractor or subcontractor do¬ 
ing work for this City, has engaged 
or is engaging in any unlawful em¬ 
ployment practice, it shall report its 
finding to the Mayor for appropriate 
action. 

Section 10. PENALTIES. 

Any person who violates any of the 
provisions of this ordinance or any 
rule or regulation adopted by the Com¬ 
mission, or who fails to comply with 
any order of the Commission, shall be | 


subject to a fine not exceeding One 
hundred dollars ($100.00) and costs, 
and in default of payment of the fine 
and costs shall be suject to Imprison¬ 
ment for a period not exceeding thirty 
(30) days. Prosecutions under this ordi¬ 
nance shall be instituted only by the 
City Solicitor and prosecutions may be 
brought only after a case has been 
certified to the City Solicitor by the 
Commission. 

Section 11. SEVERABILITY: 

The provisions of this ordinance are 
severable and if any provision, sentence, 
clause, section or part thereof is held 
illegal, invalid or unconstitutional or 
inapplicable to any person or circum¬ 
stance, such illegality. Invalidity, un¬ 
constitutionality or inapplicability shall 
not affect or impair any of the remain¬ 
ing provisions, sentences, clauses, sec¬ 
tions or parts of the ordinance or their 
application to other persons and cir¬ 
cumstances. It is hereby declared to 
be the legislative Intent that this ordi¬ 
nance would have been adopted If 
such illegal, invalid or unconstitutional 
provision, sentence, clause, section or 
part had not been included therein, 
and if the person or circumstances to 
which the ordinance or any part thereof 
is inapplicable had been specifically ex¬ 
empted therefrom. 

Section 12. EFFECTIVE DATE: 

The effective date of this ordinance 
is January 1, 1953. 

Section 13. REPEAL: 

That any ordinance or part of ordi¬ 
nance, conflicting with the provisions 
of this ordinance, be and the same Is 
hereby repealed so far as the same 
affects this ordinance.

OFFICE OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 

All positions in the Office of Public Health Nursing from Chief to Public Health 
Nurse, Class I, Inclusive, shall be considered grades of employment and shall be 
subject to an increment plan with minimum and maximum salaries. A vacancy 
occurring in any such position shall be filled at the minimum salary thereof and 
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annual Increments shall be added thereto in equal amounts for five successive years 
until the maximum salary for the position is attained.

level in the increment plan of the new grade next above such salary, even though 
such amount may be less than the regular annual increment for the latter grade.

Each person employed prior to December 31, 1952 in a supervisory position in 
the Office of Public Health Nursing from Chief to Assistant Supervisor inclusive, 
shall, beginning January 1, 1953, be paid the salary applicable to that level in the 
Increment plan which is in amount immediately below or equal to the salary such 
person would have received if $200 were added to her 1952 salary, and such person 
shall not receive a further increment under the plan prior to January 1, 1954.

AN ORDINANCE—Authorizing the City 
of Pittsburgh to enter into a con¬ 
tract with the Urban Redevelopment 
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Authority of Pittsburgh for the making 
of surveys and plans and the rendering 
of certain technical advice and assist¬ 
ance by the City of Pittsburgh, acting 
through its Department of City Planning 
for the redevelopment of Redevelop¬ 
ment Area No. 3—Lower Hill District, 
and setting forth the terms of the 
contract between the parties. 

Whereas, on January 3, 1952, the 

Urban Redevelopment Authority of 
Pittsburgh entered Into a Contract for 
Advance with the United States of 
America acting by and through the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency, 
pursuant to the terms of which the 
said Authority agreed, inter alia, to 
undertake the making of surveys and 
plans necessary for the redevelopment 
of Redevelopment Area No. 3—^Lower 
Hill District, located in the Third Ward 
of the City of Pittsburgh, and. 

Whereas, the said Authority desires 
to engage the City of Pittsburgh to 
prepare certain plans and surveys and 
to render certain technical advice and 
assistance in connection with the afore¬ 
mentioned redevelopment undertaking 
and the City is willing to render the 
services and to enter into a formal 
contract upon the terms and conditions 
as set forth hereinafter. 

Now, therefore. 

The Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh hereby enacts as follows-. 

Section 1. That the Mayor and the 
Chairman of the City Planning Com¬ 
mission, acting on behalf of the De¬ 
partment of City Planning, be and they 
are hereby authorized and directed, on 
behalf of the City of Pittsburgh (here¬ 
inafter referred to as the “Contractor”) 
to enter into an agreement with the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority of 
Pittsburgh (hereinafter referred to as 
the “Local Public Agency”) containing 
the following’ provisions: 

(1) Employment of Contractor. The 
Local Public Agency hereby engages the 
Contractor and the Contractor hereby 
agrees to perform the professional serv¬ 
ices hereinafter set forth in connection 
with the surveys and plans of the 


Local Public Agency under the Con¬ 
tract for Advance. 

(2) Area Covered. The Contractor 
shall perform all the necessary services 
provided under this Contract in con¬ 
nection with and respecting the follow¬ 
ing area situate in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and hereinafter referred to as 
the Redevelopment Area or Area: 

That area known as the Lower Hill 
Redevelopment Project, Redevelopment 
Area No. 3, which is bounded ap¬ 
proximately as follows: 

Beginning at the intersection of 
Fifth avenue and Sixth avenue, thence 
northwesterly on Sixth avenue to 
Wylie avenue, thence easterly to Tun¬ 
nel street, northerly on Tunnel street 
to intersection of Webster avenue 
and Bigelow boulevard, thence north¬ 
easterly on Bigelow boulevard a dis¬ 
tance of approximately 2800 feet, 
thence southeasterly to Ridgway 
street, thence northeasterly on Bldg¬ 
way street approximately 125 feet, 
thence southeasterly on Manilla street 
to Bedford street, thence southwest¬ 
erly on Bedford street to Crawford 
street, thence southeasterly on Craw¬ 
ford street to Pride street, south on 
Pride street to Fifth avenue, thence 
west on Fifth avenue to place of be¬ 
ginning. 

(3) Scope of Services. The Contrac¬ 
tor shall do, perform and carry out, 
through the City Department of City 
Planning under the direction of the 
City Planning Commission, with the 
cooperation and assistance of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works, and of other 
Departments as may be necessary, in a 
satisfactory and proper manner, as de¬ 
termined by the Local Public Agency, 
the following; 

(a) Conduct investigations and sur¬ 
veys and make certain planning 
studies, maps and plans, cost and 
other estimates—the same being a 
continuing part of preparations for 
redevelopment of the area. Such 
work shall include re-examination 
and restudy of the preliminary plan 
of new street pattern and future land 
use which accompanied the City 
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Planning Commission of the City of 
Pittsburgh’s certification of the Re¬ 
development Area, with respect to 
subordinate areas designated for par¬ 
ticular land uses as originally indi¬ 
cated and any other appropriate uses 
not then designated; and the pre¬ 
sentation by plan and map of a 
more fully developed redevelopment 
plan which can be accepted as phy¬ 
sically feasible, practicable with re¬ 
spect to general circulation of ve¬ 
hicles and pedestrians, appropriate 
in its required regrading for streets 
or suitable gradient and building sites 
for the various and alternative types 
of residential and other structures, 
consistent and relatively economical 
with respect to subsurface utilities 
(whether new or replaced facilities 
or combination thereof) adaptable to 
efficient circulation of traffic and the 
routing of surface mass transporta¬ 
tion units; provision for off-street 
automobile parking facilities for both 
local use and interim overflow from 
the downtown business district; and 
In connection with the foregoing, 
such sketch studies, engineering data 
and topographic cross-sections and 
elevations, test borings to check on 
conditions for foundations and sub¬ 
surface drainage; proposed prescrip¬ 
tion of building coverage and height 
and bulk for each block in relation 
to the use thereof, and in addition 
for the housing portion of the plan 
such proposed ranges of density of 
family occupancy for each block as 
are consistant with (1) alternative 
building types, (2) residential zoning 
density standards contained in the 
regulations of the proposed zoning 
ordinance, and (3) the resultant 
nximbers of families in relation to 
school and playground facilities within 
or adjacent to the Redevelopment 
Area. 

(b) Consult with and advise the 
Local Public Agency and other con¬ 
tracting parties engaged thereby, in 
and during the conduct of special 
investigations, including (a) the 
making of a market analysis of the 
affected area as the same is proposed 
to be redeveloped in accordance with 
a redevelopment plan recommended 


or to be recommended by the City 
Planning Commission, (b) the prepara¬ 
tion of a study and report forecast¬ 
ing the probable re-use values of all 
the land within the area covered by 
the redevelopment plan whether the 
same are to be cleared or are to 
continue to be occupied by existing 
buildings. Further, such counsel and 
advice shall be given by the Depart¬ 
ment of City Planning In the> event 
that It is determined to prepare 
aerial mapping of topography of the 
redevelopment area In accordance 
with specifications of said Depart¬ 
ment, and (c) concurrently and In¬ 
tegrated with the foregoing, collab¬ 
oration and mutual adjustment 
thereof with pertinent aspects of re¬ 
lated investigations being conducted 
by the Local Public Agency through 
other agencies or firms with respect 
to the mark analysis of the area and 
the re-use value appraisals as the 
latter may be concerned with various 
types and intensities of land use and 
building bulk. Also, collaboration, 
and mutual adjustment with the 
judgments, advice and suggestions, 
or other assistance made available 
by the City Departments of Public 
Works, Health, and Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion, and the Pittsburgh Board of 
Public Education, the Pittsburgh 
Housing Authority, the Pittsburgh 
Parking Authority, and representa¬ 
tives of institutions of any type pro¬ 
posed to remain within the area or 
proposed to be newly located therein. 

(4) Data to be Furnished to Con¬ 
tractor. The Local Public Agency will 
provide for test borings to the extent 
that it deems desirable and necessary. 

(5) Personnel, (a) The Contractor 
represents that he has, or will secure 
at its own expense, all personnel re¬ 
quired in performing the services under 
this Contract. Such personnel shall not 
be employees of or have any contrac¬ 
tual relationship wdth the Local Public 
Agency, (b) All of* the services re¬ 
quired hereunder will be performed by 
the Contractor or under its supervision 
and all personnel engaged In the work 
shall be fully qualified and shall be 
authorized or permitted under state 





and local law to perform such services. 
(c) None of the work or services cov¬ 
ered by this Contract shall be sub¬ 
contracted without the prior written 
approval of the Local Public Agency. 

(6) Time of Performance. The serv¬ 
ices of the Contractor are to commence 
upon the execution of this Contract 
and shall be undertaken and completed 
in such sequence as to assure their 
expeditious completion in the light of 
the purposes of this Contract, but in 
any event all of the services required 
hereunder shall be completed within 
six months from the date of the Con¬ 
tract. 

f?) Compensation. The Contractor 
shall be paid as compensation the salary 
expenses incurred by it in connection 
with the performance of its duties 
under said Contract. The total amount 
of said salary expenses paid under the 
contract shall not exceed the sum of 
$20,392.16. In addition to the salary 
expenses, the Contractor shall be re- 
• imbursed for all expenses incurred by 
it in connection with the performance 
of its duties under said Contract for 
the purchase of supplies, printing and 
similar expenses. The total amount of 
said expenses shall not exceed the sum 
of $1,500. No monies shall be paid the 
Contractor for travel and subsistence 
expenses. In the event that the salaries 
■paid and the permitted expenses in¬ 
curred under this Contract should ex¬ 
ceed the sum of $20,392.16 and $1,500 
respectively, the excess thereof shall be 
borne entirely by the Contractor out 
of funds now available, or to be made 
available, to the Department of City 
Planning and/or the Department of 
Public Works of the City of Pittsburgh 
as the circumstances warrant, provided, 
however, in the event of expansion 
or increase or other change required 
by the Local Public Agency on its own 
Initiative or by direction of the Hous¬ 
ing and Home Finance Agency, all 
financial obligations thereby to be in¬ 
curred shall be covered by an amend¬ 
ment of this Agreement prepared and 
executed in the same manner as this 
original agreement. 

(8) Method of Payment. The sal¬ 
aries paid by the Contractor to the 


classes of employees described in Ex¬ 
hibit “A” hereof, which shall constitute 
the entire compensation to be paid the 
Contractor under this Contract, shall 
be paid the Contractor in monthly in¬ 
stallments one month after the com¬ 
mencement of the work upon receipt 
of a requisition for payment from the 
Contractor specifying the names of the 
persons employed by it in the positions 
described in Exhibit “A” hereof, the 
number of hours employed, the salaries 
paid said employees and certifying that 
it has performed the work in conform¬ 
ance with this Contract and that said 
work is commensurate with the month¬ 
ly payment due it. The reimbursable 
expenses incurred by the Contractor 
shall be paid it in like monthly in¬ 
stallments in an amount representing 
the authorized expenses incurred dur¬ 
ing the preceding monthly period upon 
proper requisition with supporting 
vouchers therefor. 

(9) Termination of Contract for 
Cause. If, through any cause, the Con¬ 
tractor shall fall to fulfill in timely 
and proper manner his obligations 
under this Contract, or if the Con¬ 
tractor shall violate any of the cove¬ 
nants, agreements or stipulations of 
this Contract, the Local Public Agency 
shall thereupon have the right to term¬ 
inate this Contract by giving written 
notice to the Contractor of such term¬ 
ination and specifying the effective 
date thereof, at least five days before 
the effective date of such termination. 
In such event, all finished or unfin¬ 
ished documents, data, studies, and re¬ 
ports prepared by the Contractor under 
this Contract shall, at the option of 
the Local Public Agency, become its 
property and the Contractor shall be 
entitled to receive payment of costs 
already incurred for any satisfactory 
woi’k completed on such documents. 

Notwithstanding the above, the Con¬ 
tractor shall not be relieved of liabil¬ 
ity to the Local Public Agency for 
damage.s sustained by the Local Public 
Agency by virtue of any breach of the 
Contract by the Contractor and the 
Local Public Agency may withhold any 
payments to the Contractor for the 
purpose of set-off until such time as 
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the exact amount of damages due the 
Local Public Agency from the Con¬ 
tractor is determined. 

(10) Delays. Any delays that may 
occur due to causes beyond the con¬ 
trol of the Contractor shall postpone 
the date for said definitive conclusion 
for a period equal to the aggregate 
time of such delays. Any such exten¬ 
sions of time .shall be promptly recog¬ 
nized, in each instance, by exchange 
of memoranda by the parties to this 
Contract. 

(11) Termination for Convenience of 
Local Public Agency. The Local Public 
Agency may terminate this Contract 
any time by a notice in writing from 
the Local Public Agency to the Con¬ 
tractor. If the Contract is terminated 
by the Local Public Agency as pro¬ 
vided herein, the Contractor will be 
paid an amount which bears the same 
ratio to the total compensation as the 
services actually performed bear to the 
total services of the Contractor cov¬ 
ered by this Contract, less payments of 
compensation previously made: Pro¬ 
vided, however, that if less than sixty 
per cent of the services covered by 
this Contract have been performed 
upon the effective date of such term¬ 
ination, the Contractor shall be reim¬ 
bursed (in addition to the above pay¬ 
ment) for that portion of the actual 
out-of-pocket expenses (not otherwise 
reimbursed under this Contract) in¬ 
curred by the Contractor during the 
Contract period which are directly at¬ 
tributable to the uncompleted portion 
of the services covered by this Contract. 
If this Contract is terminated due to 
the fault of the Contractor, Paragraph 
9 hereof relative to termination shall 
apply. 

(12) Changes. The Local Public 
Agency may, from time to time, re¬ 
quest changes in the scope of the serv¬ 
ices of the Contractor to be performed 
hereunder. Such changes, including any 
increase or decrease in the amount of 
the Contractor’s compensation, which 
are mutually agreed upon by and be¬ 
tween the Local Public Agency and the 
Contractor, shall be incorporated in 
written amendments to this Contract. 


(13) Prevailing Salaries and Hours 
of Work. Not less than the respective 
salaries prevailing in the locality as 
determined pursuant to the schedule 
attached hereto and made a part hereof 
entitled “Determinations of Prevailing 
Salaries for Architects, Technical Engi¬ 
neers, Draftsmen and Technicians under 
Section 109 of the Housing Act of 
1949,” and made in conformance with 
the Salary Ordinance of 1952 of the 
City of Pittsburgh, shall be paid to 
persons, in the event of their employ¬ 
ment, in the respective occupations 
listed therein, employed in the per¬ 
formance of work under this Contract. 
Time-and-a-half shall be paid to all 
architects, technical engineers, drafts¬ 
men and technicians engaged in the 
work under this Contract, for hours 
worked in excess of eight hours in a 
day or forty hours in a week. In the 
event that the state or local laws 
should require overtime compensation 
in excess of the foregoing provisions 
for any or all of the classes of em¬ 
ployees specified, whether on the basis 
of a shorter workday or week, higher 
premium pay or both, payment of such 
higher overtime compensation shall be 
made to such employees in accordance 
with such law In lieu of the time-and- 
a-half provision herein provided for. 
The Contractor shall furnish to the 
Local Public Agency with each state¬ 
ment submitted for services rendered, 
certification as to compliance with the 
provisions of this paragraph with re¬ 
spect to his employees and shall fur¬ 
nish similar certification of his sub¬ 
contractors with respect to their em¬ 
ployees engaged on the work under 
this Contract. The provisions respect¬ 
ing overtime compensation herein set 
forth shall not apply to executive, su¬ 
pervisory and administrative employees. 

(14) Withholding of Salaries. If, in 
the performance of this Contract, there 
is any underpayment of salaries, the 
Local Public Agency shall withhold 
from the Contractor out of payments 
due to it an amoui\t sufficient to pay 
to employees underpaid the difference 
between the salaries required to be 
paid under the Contract and the 
salaries actually paid such employees 
for the total number of hours worked. 
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The amounts withheld shall be dis¬ 
bursed by the Local Public Agency for 
and on account of the Contractor to 
the respective employees to whom they 
are due. 

(15) Non-Discrimination. In the per¬ 
formance of this Contract there shall 
be no discrimination against any em¬ 
ployee or applicant for employment for 
the work covered hereby because of 
race, creed, color or national origin. 

(16) Interest of Members of Local 
Public Agency. No member of the 
Local Public Agency shall participate 
in any decision relating to this Con¬ 
tract which affects his personal inter¬ 
ests or the interests of any corpora¬ 
tion, partnership or association in 
which he is directly or indirectly in¬ 
terested; nor shall any member, of¬ 
ficer, agent or employee of the Local 
Public Agency have any interest direct 
or indirect in this Contract or the pro¬ 
ceeds thereof. 

(17) Assignability. The Contractor 
shall not assign or transfer any in¬ 
terest in this Contract, whether by as¬ 
signment or novation, without the prior 
written approval of the Local Public 
Agency thereto; provided, however, that 
claims for money due or to become due 
the Contractor from the Local Public 
Agency under this Contract may be 
assigned to a bank, trust company or 
other financial institution without such 
approval. Notice of such assignment 
shall be furnished promptly to the 
Local Public Agency. 


Contractor covenants that it presently 
has no interest and shall not acquire 
any interest, direct or indirect, in the 
above described project area or areas 
or any parcels therein or any other 
interest which would conflict in any 
manner or degree with the performance 
of his services hereunder. The Contrac¬ 
tor further covenants that in the per¬ 
formance of this Contract no person 
having any such interest shall be em¬ 
ployed. 

(19) Ownership of Reports. Copies 
of all reports, designs, drawings, and 
other technical data developed by the 
Contractor in relation to the project 
are to be given by the Contractor to 
the Local Public Agency and shall be¬ 
come its property, and the Local Public 
Agency shall have full right to use 
these instruments for any purpose 
whatsoever, without any claim on the 
part of the Contractor for additional 
compensation. 

(20) Officials Not to Benefit. No 
Member of or Delegate to the Congress 
of the United States of America, and 
no Resident Commissioner shall be ad¬ 
mitted to any share or part hereof or 
to any benefit to arise herefrom. 

Section 2. That any Ordinance or 
part of Ordinance, conflicting with the 
provisions of this Ordinance be and 
the same is hereby repealed so far as 
the same affects this Ordinance.

Mr. Scully was bom in Chartiers 
Township, now the 28th Ward of the 
City of Pittsburgh, in 1878. He at¬ 
tended the Windgap School, Pittsburgh 
Central High School, the University of 
Pennsylvania and the University of 
Pittsburgh. He was admitted to the 
Bar of the local and State courts in 
1904, and engaged in active practice in 
this community for many years. 

He was appointed City Solicitor of 
Pittsburgh in 1934. On December 26, 

1935, he was elected to this Council to 
fill a vacancy caused by the resignation 
of John J. Kane upon his election as 
County Commissioner. On January 6, 

1936, he was elected President of Coun¬ 
cil, and on October 19, 1936, was ele¬ 
vated to the position of Mayor of this 
City. He was subsequently re-elected 
by the people for two successive terms. 
His tenure of ten years and two months 
was longer than that of any previous 
Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, 

Throughout his life Dick Scully was 
guided by a deep love for this city and 
Its citizens. He took a great pride in 


its beauties; its spirit and its ac¬ 
complishments; yet he did not blind 
himself to the faults of his native city. 
He saw her ugly slums, her blighted 
areas where neglected outmoded build¬ 
ings were choking the life of the com¬ 
munity and discouraging development. 
He saw the need for parks and play¬ 
grounds, for better housing, and the 
lack of cultural opportunities. Overall, 
he saw the blight of smoke. In the 
dark depression days of the early 1930’s 
Mayor Scully refused to accept the 
gloomy view. While Mayor he pressed 
forward with plans for the alleviation 
of suffering; for the advancement of 
health and sanitation, for the develop¬ 
ment of adequate housing, and for the 
real awakening of the spiritual life of 
this city. , 

During his term as Mayor he was 
able to carry into effect many of his 
visions of civic Improvement. It was 
during his term and in large measure 
due to his courageous support, that the 
City of Pittsburgh was able to initiate 
the anti-smoke program. Of the vast 
public Improvements which are only 
now beginning to reach their culmina¬ 
tion many had their birth in his love 
for this city and his dreains of beauti¬ 
fication. 

It is with deep sorrow that we 
mourn the loss of this great public 
servant.
